. GENEVA, April 17.—A new and 
more serious crisis developed in 
the Italo-Ethiopian conflict today 
when the League of Nations’ com- 
mittee of 13 decided that efforts at 
conciliation had failed. 

Ethiopia flatly refused to accept 
Premier Mussolini’s peace program, 
even with its modifications, and the 
committee agreed it was impossible 
at present to bridge the chasm di- 
viding the two belligerents. 

A short time later, Joseph Paul- 
Boncour, French Minister of State, 


announced that Italy had rejected | 
an appeal he had made for a short | 


armistice to permit peace negoti- 
ations to advance. 

It was clear, according to League 
officials, that the members of the 
committee, which comprises every 
member of the League Council ex- 
cept Italy, generally found that 
Mussolini's demands had rather 
flagrantly ignored the League's 
‘prerogatives and responsibilities.

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ITALIAN TROOPS PRESS ON

Rear Lines Moving Up to Dessye—No Stop- 
ping Until Ethiopia Is Conquered, 
Rome Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, April 17.—Marshal Pietro 
Badoglio, in his communique on the 
Ethiopian war, said today: 

“Systemization work continues 
toward Dessye while chiefs and 
notables of Uollo, Galla and adjoin- 


ing regions present themselves to 
make acts of submission. 

“On the Somaliland front, there 
is intensified advance guard activ- 
ity.” 

The Italian command, sources 
close to the Government disclosed 
today, intends to proceed resolutely 
to the taking of Addis Ababa and 
the smashing of Haile Selassie’s 
empire, prepared to face any inter- 
national consequences. . 

Fascists rejoiced at reports that 
their East African armies were at 
last “actually on the road to Addis 
Ababa,” while warning Great Brit- 
ain not to “provoke Italy” too far. 

While the forces that took Dessye 
drove on toward the capital, the 
First and Third Army Corps on 
the Northern faont were under- 
stood to be advancing toward Des- 
sye to carry out the culminating 
movement of the campaign of oc- 
cupation. | 

Other Italian columns, it was 
said, would jdin the advance on 
Addis Ababa from Dessye, Gondar, 
north of Lake Tana in the north- 
west, and Magdala, 40 miles north- 
west of Dessye.

The second point would call for 
an end to the dynasty of Emperor 
Haile Selassie. 

Under the third point, Italy’s mil- 
itary command would organize the 
country, dividing conquered terri- 
tory in accordance with racial char- 
acteristics, setting up civil chief- 
tains in the. various zones and or- 
ganizing a native arm and colonial 
police under Italian officers. 

During the organization stage of 
the program, under the fourth pro- 
vision, Italian policy would be di- 
rected to assurance of an economic 
and commercial monopoly for Italy, 
but with an “open door” main- 
tained. 

The fifth point, as reported, 
would call for ‘clear recognition of 
British and French rights in Ethi- 
opia during the entire reorganiza- 
tion period. 

Premier Mussolini’s government, 
it was indicated, would carry on 
firmly, nevertheless, regardless of 
the outcome of the deliberations of 
the League’s conciliation committee 
of 13, and the possible undertakings 
of the Sanctions Committee of 18.

RIGHT OF U, $. TO SEIZE GOLD 
OF SWISS FIRM CHALLENGED 


Foreign Corporation Goes Before 
Supreme Court in Effort to 

Keep Metal.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The 

right of the Federal Government to 


seize gold which a foreign corpora- 
tion had in the United States be- 
fore the administration’s anti-gol¢ 
hoarding legislation was enacted 
was challenged in the Supreme 
Court today by a Swiss concern. 

Represented by John W. Davis, 
1934 Democratic nominee for Pres- 
ident, the Uebersee Finanz-Korpora- 
tion Aktien Gesellschaft appealed 
from a unanimous ruling by the 
Second Circuit Court of Appeals de- 
nying an injunction against turning 
gold over to the Federal sveserve 
Bank of New York. 

It is now in the possession of 
Ladenburg Thalman & Co. of New 
York. The money was delivered to 
that company on March 2, 1933. The 
gold has a face value of $1,250,000.

TURK ARMY REPORTED 
AT THE DARDANELLES 


|French News Agency Says De- 


militarized Zone Has Been 
Occupied. 


By the Associated Press, 

PARIS, April 17—The Havas 
(French) News Agency correspond- 
ent at Istanbul reported today that 
a Turkish army entered the de- 
militarized zone of the Dardanelles 


yesterday. 
The move (which would be in 


violation of the Lausanne treaty) 
was decided on, said the Havas cor- 
respondent, at a meeting Wednes- 
day of President Kemal Ataturk 
and his Cabinet. 

Under this treaty the militarized 
zone on both sides of the straits 
were closed to the military forces 
of Turkey. 

Great Britain, France, Italy and 
Japan undertook to guarantee the 
freedom of navigation and the se- 
curity of the demilitarized zone in 
return for the concession by Tur- 
key of a restricted right of passage 
for warships. 


Britain Willing to Consider Request 
for Remilitarization. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 17. — Great Brit- 
ain agreed today to enter discus- 
sions on Turkey’s request to re- 
militarize the Dardanelles. The 
agreement was given in a note 
handed the Turkish Ambassador. 
The Government stated that al- 
though it must first consult its 
dominions, it was prepared to enter 
into discussions without delay 
thereafter.

Hockensmith, father of two chil- 
dren, had been separated from his 
wife. 

A note, signed by the girl, said: 
“Dear Mother, I am doing this be- 
cause I know I'll be better satis- 
fied.”

HOW MUENCHES 
STAND FOLLOWING 
KAROKA MISTRIAL 


Doctor’s Wife Still Facing 
Conspiracy Charge and 
Possible Prosecution as 
Perjurer. 


HE MUST DEFEND 
RIGHT TO LICENSE 


In This Case He Will Have 
to Testify or Again Plead 
Fear of Self-Incrimina- 


tion.

KAHOKA, Mo., April 17.—Dr. 
Ludwig O. Muench and his wife 
Nellie, the two principals in the 
great baby hoax, emerged from the 
mistrial of the criminal conspiracy 
charge arising out of that imposture 
in this situation: 

Mrs. Muench has still to defend 
that charge and possibly the further 
and more serious criminal charge 
of perjury, a felony, which Prose- 
cuting Attorney G. R. Breidenstein 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
was considering lodging against her 
as a result of her testimony here 
in her own behalf. 

Dr. Muench escaped ‘the risk of 
perjury by declining the opportunity 
of taking the stand, but he must 
still defend the criminal charge of 
conspiracy and soon must virtually 
stand trial for the retention of his 
license to practice medicine, the one 
remaining link with his former pro- 
fessional reputation. 

Dr. Muench’s Plight. 

In failing to testify Dr. Muench 
remained in character. He had re- 
fused, first, to substantiate the 
birth certificate which he had 
signed when called upon to verify it 
by Health Commissioner Bredeck 
of St. Louis. Next, he refused to 
testify in the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings in the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals for fear of incriminating 
himself. Third, when the St. Louis 
Medical Society and other forces in 
the community moved the State 
Board of Health to cite him to show 
cause why his license should not 
be revoked he succeeded by the use 
of dilatory motions, which tactics 
have characterized the Muench de- 
fense from the day Mrs. Muench 
was indicted for the Dr: Kelley kid- 
naping, in postponing a hearing of 
the citation on its merits. But to- 
day the Post-Dispatch learned by 
inquiry of the Judge before whom 
the matter is pending that Dr. 
Muench may soon be faced again 
with the alternative of testifying 
or refusing to do so on the score of 
self-incrimination. At Kansas City 
today the case was tentatively set 
for April 25. 

A significant thing here was the 
absence of former powerful sup- 
porters of Mrs. Muench. Her 
bither, Judge Ernest M. Tipton of 
the State Supreme Court, who was 
conspicuous at her trial for the 
Kelley kidnaping at Mexico, made 
no appearance. Another thing 
which distinguished that legal bat- 
tle was the presence and tactics of 
her 13 lawyers, who leaped to their 
feet and rushed to the bench 
whenever a dangerous question was 
put to her, reminding the spectators 
of the interference on a football 
field. Here she was represented by 
only one obscure local attorney. 

The Board of Health citation is 
directed only against Dr. Muench’s 
medical license and is not a crim- 
inal proceeding. A hearing on it 
has been delayed from time to time 
since the board first decided last 
Jan. 7 to issue the citation. 

After issuance of the _ citation, 
Dr. Muench obtained, on Feb. 25, 
from Circuit Judge Brown Harris 
of Kansas City, a temporary writ 
prohibiting the helding of the hear- 
ing by the Board of Health. The 
Board of Health filed a motion to 
dismiss, or quash, the writ of pro- 
hibition. Weeks have passed with- 
out the setting of a date for hear- 
ing this,motion, and meanwhile the 
Board of Health is restrained from 
proceeding. 

Comment by Judge. 

When Judge Harris was asked by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, over long- 
distance telephone, about the cause 
of the delay, he said: 

“The inactivity of the attorneys 
for both sides seems to indicate 
they have lost interest in the case. 
I have been waiting for them to 
agree on a date to argue the mo- 
tion of the State Board of Health 
to quash the application of Dr. 
Muench for a writ of prohibition.” 

“Would you be prepared to set a 
date if the Attorney-General, who 
represents the Board of Health, re- 
quested it?” Judge Harris was 
asked. 

“Most assuredly,” he _ replied. 
“Any date he desires that does not 
conflict with cases already set on

Gunmen ‘Cover’ 


PASSENGERS ARE 
NOT MOLESTED 


Money From New York 
Federal Reserve Bank 
Taken After Messenger- 
Guard Is Disarmed. 


By the Associated Press. 
NUTLEY, N. J., April 17.—Seven 


men armed with sawed-off shot- 
guns and revolvers robbed the bag- 
gage car safe of an Erie Railroad 
train today at a station in the heart 
of a residential section. Nutley is 
a suburb of Newark. 

First reports, obtained from New- 
ark detectives, set the amount of 
the loss at $58,000 but subsequent 
official information was that the 
gunmen obtained only $956.55. 

The State police said the loot was 
composed of one $500 package of 
coins, two $200 packages of coins, 
one $50 package of bills, and a 
package of $6.55 in coins. A pack- 
age of X-ray equipment valued at 
$50 also was stolen. 

Railway Express Agency officials 
said the money was en route to the 
People’s National Bank of Belle- 
ville from the Federal Reserve 
Bank in New York. They said it 
was carried by train to Paterson 
and there transferred to the New- 
ark branch of the Erie. 

The robbery took place at the 
Walnut Street Station at 9:49 a. m. 
Hidden in Shrubs. 

The robbers, hidden behind shrub- 
bery on either side of the station, 
came out in the open when the 
train pulled in and covered the 
crew and Station Master 
Sutherland. Two of them entered 
the baggage car and disarmed 
George F. Duffy, the messenger- 
guard, Three remained on the 
station platform and the other two 
waited in the automobile in which 

the gang escaped. 

“I went out to meet 310 (the 
train’s number),” Sutherland said 
later. “Duffy had the baggage car 
door part way open to hand some 
letters to me. The first thing I 
knew, a man came up from be- 
hind and shoved a sawed-off shot- 
gun into my ribs and told me to 
‘stick up my hands.’ Two others 
covered Duffy. He didn’t have a 
chance, 

“Two men got in the car and one 
went to the rear and turned off 
the angle cock to prevent. the 
train’s moving. They didn’t bother 
the passengers. After they. rifled 
the safe they fled in their big car.” 

Man “With Two Revolvers.” 

Robert Cummings of Jersey City, 
crane engineer for the Erie, was 
boarding the train at the station. 

“A fellow with two silver revol- 
vers told me to stand back,” he 
said. 

He described the man as about 
36 years old, 5 feet 10 inches tall, 
with blond hair and a long, narrow 
face. He said he wore a light 
brown suit. Another of the group, 
he said, had several small canvas 
bags and wore smoked glasses. 

There were two passenger cars 
behind the baggage car. They were 
crowded with late commuters and 
shoppers, but no one in these cars 
apparently was aware that the 
robbery was taking place. 

A railroad signal operator, see- 
ing the men from his tower, tele- 
phoned to the Newark police. 

The train meanwhile had started 
on its way. It was halted at the 
Fourth Avenue Station, Newark. 

Detectives boarded the cars there 
and searched them. They also ques- 
tioned the engineer, the fireman, 
conductor and others. 


JULIUS ROSENWALD ESTATE 
PAYS $1,998,000 IN TAXES 


Payment Is Compromise On Defi- 
ciency Arising Over Differ- 
ence in appraisals. 

By the Associated Press 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The 
estate of Julius Rosenwald, Chicago 
industrialist who died in 1932, 
agreed today it owed the Govern- 
ment $1,998,439 and interest as an 
estate tax deficiency. 

The Rosenwald estate was 
charged with a deficienoy of $2,- 
761,790, arising out of a difference 
between the Treasury Department 
and the estate over the value of 
787,493 shares of stock of Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., of which Rosen- 
wald was board chairman prior to 
his death in 1932. 

The estate valued his stock hold- 
ing in Sears at $14,962,367, or at $19 
a share, while the Government 
placed the value at $25,002,902, or 
$31.75 per share. The gross estate 
was appraised by the Government 
at $47,848,268, by the estate at $33,- 
941,182. A tax of $640,545 previous- 
ly had been paid.

Reagan was convicted of the kill- 
ing of Clifford Appler, a salesman, 
on May 13, 1933, after he had or- 
dered Appler and two youths out of 
a lot next door to his apartment at 
4353 Maryland avenue, where they 
had been playing ball.

Pittman, in Chair, Over- 
rules Contention 
Verdict Is ‘Monstrous’— 
Former U. S. Judge in 
Florida Says Nothing.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—United 
States District Judge Halsted lL. 
Ritter of Florida was convicted by 
the Senate today on a House im- 
peachment charge that he had 
brought his court “into scandal and 
disrepute.” 

The verdict automatically re 
moved the 65-year-old Judge from 
the bench, 

The conviction was on the sev- 
enth and last ballot. The vote was 
56 for conviction to 28 against ex- 
actly two-thirds of those voting, 
which wag required under the Con- 
stitution for conviction. 

On the first six articles Judge 
Ritter was acquitted although on 
the first charge—that he allowed 


an excessive fee of $75,000 to A. L. 
Rankin, former law partner, in a 
receivership case and “corruptly” 
accepted $4500 from Rankin after~ 
ward—the vote was 55 to 29, need- 
ing only a single switch to change 
the result. The seventh and last 
charge was an omnibus count cov- 
ering all of the preceding six, 
Judge Listens to Vote. 

Judge Ritter had sat with arms 
folded across his chest during the 
seven roll-calis to which Senators 
answered “guilty” or “not guilty.” 

Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
immediately challenged the final 
vote, making a point of order that 
Judge Ritter could not under the 
law be convicted of an “omnibus” 
count when he had been declared in- 
nocent of the charges separately. 

Austin contended such convic- 
tion, if upheld, would be “mon 
strous.” 

Senator Robinson, the 
cratic leader, said Austin not 
in order, and Senator tman 
(Dem.), Nevada, presiding, upheld 
Robinson. 

Pittman then ruled Austin’s point 
was not well taken and Austin sat 
down. Pittman said the last arti- 
cle charged “general misbehavior” 
and was a separate count in itself.

pared after its fate had become 
known. 

In this way he hoped to estab- 
lish that the Sunracer, despite the 
testimony of all TWA officials, was 
not at a point 10 miles east of the 
Pittsburgh airport when it reported 
to the airport’s control tower at 
10:09 a. m. on April 7, the day the 
accident occurred. 

The investigating board, made up 
largely of Bureau of Air Commerce 
officials, has endeavored to prove 
that the Sunracer was trapped in 
a ravine 40 miles south of here 
through a miscalculation on the 
part of the pilot. While TWA in 
testimony of officials and pilots 
has put the blame on the radio 
direction beams maintained by the 
Bureau of Air Commerce. 


Operator Corrected Report. 


To establish his point Trimble re- 
called John T. Hiltquist, TWA radio 
operator at the Pittsburgh airport. 
He asked Hultquist why part of an 
early report had been crossed out 
and other data substituted. Hult- 
quist replied that this had occurred 
becatise he had at first misunder- 
stood Pilot Otto Ferguson of the 
Sunracer and had had to correct 
his report. ‘This, he said, frequent- 
ly happened. 

The presence of five airplanes 
converging on the Pittsburgh field 
at about the same time perplexed 
Ferguson, another TWA pilot, W. 
L. Smith testified. Ferguson, ac- 
cording to Smith, could not learn 
the whereabouts of two of these 
planes, both operated by other air 
lines. 

Col. H. E. Hartney, expert in 
charge of the Senate's own inves- 
tigation into air safety, who has 
attended all the present hearings, 
paid Smith a striking tribute. A 
veteran flyer himself, Hartney said 
that Smith was regarded among 
professional flyers as Charles A. 
Lindbergh is regarded by the gen- 
eral public. Smith has been flying 
air mail routes since 1919 and is a 
pioneer in flying blind with the aid 
of radio direction beams. 


He Also Criticises Beam. 


Smith, like all other TWA pilots, 
criticised the way in which the 
beams operate. He described “vio- 
lent” course shifting on the beam 
that is broadcast out of Pittsburgh. 

Because of the faulty Pittsburgh 

' beam, Smith said, he had been 
forced to “let down” out of the fog 
six or eight times to take his bear- 
ings from the ground. This, it has 
been brought out, may have been 
what Pilot Ferguson was attempt- 
ing to do just before he crashed. 
TWA officials have opposed this 
theory, suggesting instead that 
Ferguson through a fault in the 
beam was given a false silent sig- 
nal to come down for a landing. 
The beams extend from one airport 
to another until just above the 
landing field where they end in a 
“cone of silence,” which is the cue 
to come down out of the fog. 

“Have you ever let down as 
much as 40 miles away from your 
destination?"

TWO HELD IN PARI

$440,000 of Loot Recover- 
ed From Men, Suspected 
as Members of an Inter- 
national Ring.

NEW YORK, April 17. — New 
York police announced last night 
the detention of two men in Paris, 
suspected as members of an inter- 
national ring connected with the 


stealing of $1,456,000 in United 
States Treasury notes from a run- 
ner of the Bank of Manhattan on 
Jan. 28, 1935. 

Detective Henry Oswald will sail 
for Paris tomorrow to question a 
Czechoslovakian and a Hungarian 
who had eight Treasury notes val- 
ued at $440,000 in their possession 
when taken into custody. 

Arrest of a third man, David 
Frank of New York on March 31, 
charged with conspiracy in an at- 
tempt to sell $245,000 of stolen se- 
curities, was a step in the police 
investigation, it was disclosed. At 
the same timé it was said arrest 
of an American man and woman 
in Paris is expected. 

These developments came _ 4as 
Federal authorities arraigned eight 
men on charges growing out of the 
theft of $590,000 in Treasury notes 
from a teller’s cage in the United 
States Trust Co. of New York in 
December, 1935. 

Same Method in Both Thefts. 

The $1,456,000 theft occurred 
when George Blossfield, bank run- 
ner, was delivering other items to 
Cc. J. Devine on the twenty-fifth 
floor of 48 Wall Street. As in the 
$590,000 theft the notes disappeared 
while the runner’s back was turned, 
and at first the theft was listed 
by police as a case of a “misplaced 
wallet.” 

Events leading to the arrests in 
Paris, it was said, included myste- 
rious telephone calls, a tip from a 
woman with a villa in Monte Carlo, 
and a telegram to the Prince of 
Monaco. The telephone calls were 
received by Detective Oswald 
March 4. 

“Are you interested in getting in- 
formation of a mob that has $3,- 
000,000 worth of bonds?” said the 
caller, who hung up when Oswald 
tried to obtain more information. 
The next day the same anonymous 
caller advised him to “go to Paris.” 

About 10 days later, express com- 
pany officers in Paris were able to 
supply information in response to a 
police request. The ring, accord- 
ing to this information, used expen- 
sive automobiles and yachts, and 
otherwise lived luxuriously in order 
to impress customers, usually per- 
sons able to buy investments for 
large estates where securities like- 
ly would be hidden indefinitely. 

Information by Woman. 

The woman, a New York resident, 
with sa villa at Monte Carlo, sup- 
plied the name of Anthony Pas- 
quale, who, she said, had ap- 
proached her about securities. Pas- 
quale was found to have been shot 
four times and killed July 30, 1935, 
at Hester and Mott streets. 

Information from a man living on 
Park avenue, who said he had been 
approached regarding security pur- 
chases and had learned the bonds 
were stolen-led to the arrest of 
Frank. 

A cable to the Prince of Monaco 
in Monte Carlo disclosed the infor- 
mation that the Czechoslovakian 
and Hungarian were in custody in 
| Paris. 

At the arraignment in the $590,000 
theft case, the suspects were held 
in bail ranging from $50,000 to $10,- 
000 each, pending grand jury action. 
Specifically they were charged with 
transporting stolen securities across 
state lines, from New York to Flor- 
ida, in violation of Federal law. 
Federal agents said they had re- 
covered $310,000 of the loot.

CASIMIR J. WELCH DIES 
IN KANSAS GITY COURT 


Democratic Leader Collapses in 
His Justice of the Peace 
Room.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 17.— 
Casimir J. Welch, 62 years old, Jus- 
tice of the Peace and long a Demo- 
cratic leader in the Fifteenth street 
district, collapsed in his courtroom 
shortly before noon today and died 
a few minutes later of heart dis 


ease. 

Welch recently returned from 
Hot Springs, Ark., where he had 
gone for his health. Last January 
he turned the active reins of his 
extensive political organization 
over to Gil P. Bourk, a State Rep- 
resentative, but continued as a Jus- 
tice of the Peace. 

Welsh this morning visited City 
Manager J. F. McElroy at his of- 
fice and appeared to be in good 
health. 

The deaths of Welch, his wife 
and infant daughter were separat- 
ed by only a few months. Welch 
was married Feb. 5, 1935. His child 
was born Nov. 30, 1935. Mrs. Welch 
died Jan. 7, 1936, and the daughter 
died March 2. 

Welch, a political figure here for 
more than 40 years, was talking to 
a Negro in his chambers when the 
attack came. Suddenly he slumped 
in his chair. Physicians, hurriedly 
called, pronounced him dead from 
the heart ailment he had suffered 
from the last year. 

A few moments after was 
learned that the “Judge,” as he 
was called by all, had suffered an 
attack, the sidewalk outside was 
choked with a crowd of his follow- 
ers trying to gain admittance.

Welch has been a figure in Kan- 
sas City Democratic politics for 
many years, wielding an influence 
there only exceeded by Boss Tom 
Pendergast and Congressman Jo- 
seph B. Shannon.

NEW YORK EXTRADITES 
LUCIANO IN’ ARKANSAS 


Alleged White Slaver Protests 
He Is Being Kidnaped 
When Rushed to Train. 


By the Associated Press 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 17.— 
Protesting that he was “being kid- 
naped,” Charles Luciano, alleged 
New York white slaver, lost his 
two weeks’ fight against extradition 
today. Detectives took him out of 
Little Rock 10 minutes after ob- 
taining his custody. 

Luciano, indicted on compulsory 
prostitution charges, was released 
‘to Manhattan's Assistant Prosecut- 
| or, Edward McLean, and two de- 
tectives. 

Luciano asserted he was being 
deprived of his “legal rights” as 
he was rushed from the Pulaski 
County jail to the railroad station 
and hustled aboard a train which 
had been held 10 minutes to permit 
police to get their passenger 
aboard. 

Luciano was arrested in Hot 
‘Springs on April 2 Gov. J. Ma- 
rion Futrell granted extradition pa- 
pers four days later at a hearing 
held under machine gun guard, but 
Federal Court action delayed car- 
rying out of the order until today, 

Prosecutor Charles E. Dewey has 
accused Luciano of being head of 
a ring of 12,000,000 disorderly 
houses, and has called him as “the 
country’s No. 1 racketeeer.” Dur- 
ing the extradition fight, Dewey 
announced he was informed At- 
torney-General Carl E. Bailey of 
Arkansas had refused a $50,000 
bribe offer to help free Luciano.

At the request of the New York 
Police Department, 15 St. Louis 
policemen and detectives met the 
train from Little Rock and assist- 
ed in guarding Luicano while he 
was being transferred to the New 
York train.

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COMMUNISM 
AGAIN INJECTED AT 
FLOGGING TRIAL 


Defense Seeks to Show Po- 
lice Acted Legally in 
Raiding Private 
Without Warrant.

BARTOW, Fia., April 17.—Politi- 
eal and social animosities encoun- 
tered by sponsors of an organiza- 
tion of “Modern Democrats” in 
Tampa were revived today as de- 


fense counsel vigorously cross-ex- 
amined Charies E. Jensen, State 
gecretary of the Sociaiist party, in 
the first of Florida's flogging trials. 
With Jensen excused temporarily 
from the stand this morning, de- 
fense counsel produced a former 
Assistant Chief of Detectives, who 
testified the leader of the police 
raiders turned over to him “Com- 
munistic literature,” presumably 
taken from the exponents of “Mod- 
ern Democrats.” Besides the organ- 
ization’s platform, the witness said, 
there was a “book in magazine 
form pertaining strictly to Com- 
munism” and a picture of a “white 
man and a Negro shaking hands” 
under the title, “Equalization.” 


The witness, who is on the list 
of State’s witnesses, gave his testi- 
mony while the jury was excluded. | 

Jensen then returned to the 
stand, but was again excused, and 
the jury retired to afford opportu- 
nity for the defense to introduce 
Mayor R. E. L. Chancey of Tampa, 
for the purpose of identification of 
records in the case. 

Socialist Cash Contributions. 

Again Jensen resumed the stand, 
was subjected to a series of ques- 
tions endeavoring to label the) 
American Liberties Union as Com- | 
munistic but they were finally | 
stopped by State objections. De- 
fense counsel drew from Jensen 
the information that since the 
crime the Socialist party had sent 
contributions “so we can have free- | 
dom down here.” Just before lunch- 
eon recess the witness asserted he 
had never seen an advertisement 
shown him directing that funds be 
sent him in Tampa but said he 
had received between $300 and $400. | 

On further cross-examination, 
Jensen said he spent “close to $800” 
in contributions, “for justice” per- 
taining to the entire flogging case, 
not merely to E. G. Poulnot for 
whose kidnaping the defendants 
are on trial. 

State Attorney Farrior brought 
out on redirect examination that 
“not a penny’ of the fund had gone 


to State counsel or to defray ex- | 
penses of an investiagtion | 

Jensen was excused, after further 
questioning, some of it in the ab- 
gence of the jury, which defense 

counsel told the Court was aired to 
“show Communistic connections,” in | 
order to establish that the police | 
acted legally in raiding a private 
home without a warrant. 

A blueprint of the Tampa police 
headquarters, where the question- 
ing took place, was next explained 
to the jury. 

Walter Roush, one of the six men 
at the raided meeting of “Modern 
Democrats,” an elderly man with 
giasses, was the next State's wit- 
ness. 

Describes Police Raid. 

Jensen, who took the stand yes- 
terday afternoon as the State's first 
witness, gave his version of what 
happened the night of last Nov. 30, 
when police without warrants raid- 
ed a private home where leaders 
of the “Modern Democrats” were 
preparing by-laws, took them to 
headquarters, questioned them as 
to “Communistic activities” and 
then turned three of them over to 
men who waited outside in automo- 
biles. As had been told, the three, 
Joseph Shoemaker, 8. J. Rogers and 
Eugene F. Poulnot, were taken to 
an isolated section, tarred, flogged 
and feathered. Shoemaker died 
jater as a result. 

Jensen, one of those arrested at 
the meeting, wasn't allowed to tell 
what he was questioned about at 
Police Headquarters. Nor did he 
know that night what had become 
of his three ill-fated companions. 
With two others who were at the 
meeting he was released. 

Jensen's Testimony. 

Reduced to its essentials, his 
story was as follows: Together

Shoemaker 
was returned to the anteroom, he 
said, and then he was questioned 
and later released, being driven by 
Brown back to the scene of the 
raid. 

Before he was questioned Jensen 
gaid he “heard some one screaming 
for help,” added that he “thought” 


it was Poulnot, but this was strick- 


en from the record. 
Previously he had told at length 


‘how the “Modern Democrats” had 


circularized their platform—a para- 
phrase of the Socialist conception 
of production for use—and finally 
had put an anti-administration tick- 
et in the field against the city ad- 
ministration. It was snowed under. 
Jensen was one of the candidates 
for minor office on the ticket. 


Pat Whitaker, chief of defense 
counsel, then began a rigorous 
cross-examination, confusing the 
witness on minor details, as he 
quizzed him about meetings he had 
attended and his reasons for at- 
tending the meeting which was 
raided. 

The defense attorney brought out 
that Jensen was not in a position to 
know whether the raiders were ad- 
mitted to the house, succeeded in 
confining his field of first hand 


| knowledge to the dining room, 


“Didn't Shoemaker ask if you 
were under arrest?” the defense at- 
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torney asked, “and didn’t Officer 
Brown say, ‘No, sir, we would just 
like you to go with us for question- 
ing?’ 

“No, sir. Absolutely not,” Jensen 
replied heatedly. “We were forcibly 
taken down.” 

Further cross-examination devel- 
oped that the policemen did not 
physically “take a-hold” of Jensen, 
mierely designating tho car he was 
to ride in. Coming to the episode 
at police headquarters, the defense 
attorney developed that a stenog- 
rapher was present as Jensen was 
questioned and that he thought he 
was interrogated by an assistant to 
a former chief of detectives. The 
former chief, who was instrumental 
in obtaining evidence for the State, 
was later demoted. 


Communism Implications. 

Then Whitaker shifted to the po- 
litical implications of the “Modern 
Democrats,” obviously developing 
the thesis that it was Communistic. 
He was informed by Jensen that it 
sought the affiliation of the Work- 
ers’ AlMance, labor unions, Share 
Our Wealth Society, the Taxpayers’ 
League, the Townsend Club and So- 
cialist party. 

The defense attorney then en- 
deavored to establish that the 
“Modern Democrats” sought the aid 
of the American Civil Liberties 
Union—which has offered a reward 
for the conviction of those respon- 
sible for the floggings. 

Jensen replied that the Civil Lib- 
erties Union was a non-political or- 
ganization, created only to protect 
civil rights. 

“Well, didn’t it send the defend- 
ants’ counsel down at Scottsboro?” 
Whitaker fairly roared. 

Counsel for the State jumped to

In contrast to their nonchalant 
demeanor during the selection of 
the six-man jury, the seven defend- 
ants, six former policemen and 
their former chief, were intent as 
testimony got under way, frequently 
prompting their attorneys. All but 
the former chief are on trial on a 
charge of kidnaping Poulnot and 
false imprisonment, regarded as test 
cases. The former chief is charged 
with being an accessory after the 
fact. The six are charged also with 
conspiracy to kidnap and con- 
spiracy to cause false imprison- 
ment.

' ‘The committee instead turned to 
the Sentinels of the Republic and 
brought out that contributors to 
that organization have been promi- 
nent supporters of the American 
Liberty League, There also was) 


correspondence regarding a merger 
‘of the Sentinels and the League. 

Grunwald was brought to the 
capital from Nebraska for question- 
ing about his activities as an or- 
ganizer for the Farmers’ Independ- 
ence Council. At his home in Bay- 
port, Long Isiand, N. Y., he operates 
an acre and a half farm. 

But when Chairman Black 
(Dem.), Alabama, asked who he 
had seen in Nebraska and South 
Dakota, the witness bluntly refused 
to answer and said he would not. 
Jail sentences have been served in 
the past for failure to answer a 


Senate committee’s questions. 

Recalled today after the commit- 
tee had discussed possible contempt 
proceedings, Grunwald was excused. 
Black’s explanation to newsmen 
was that Grunwald had been re- 
leased “because neither the witness, 
nor the evidence, was important 
enough to justify taking up the 
time of the Senate with contempt 
proceedings.” 

Black told Grunwald he would not. 
be recalled. 

“TIT thank you Senator,” Grun- 
wald said with a ceremonious bow.

In another letter Runyon said 
“the old line Americans want a Hit- 
ler.” 

Prof. W. A. Wilson of Yale and 
Lincoln were represented in letters 
read by Schwellenbach as favoring 
elimination of the “general wel- 
fare” clause in the Constitution and 
repeal of the sixteenth (income 
tax) amendment, 

Lincoln wrote of his “admira- 
tion” of the stand taken by Gov. 
Eugene Talmadge of Georgia on 
the income tax suggestion. 


Garner-Kirby Letters. 


An exchange of letters between 
Vice-President - Garner and John 
Henry Kirby, chairman of the 
Southern Committee to Uphold the 
Constitution, have been put into 
the committee’s files, 

The letters were subpenaed from 
Kirby, whose anti-New Deal or- 
ganization has been under investi- 
gation.

If a Swedish girl can’t keep up 
with her boy friend on a 10-mile 
skiing trip or a three-day hike she 


soon finds herself without a boy 
friend, Mrs. Ingrid Holm of Gothen- 
burg, Sweden, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today in dis- 
cussing physical education in her 
country. Mrs. Holm is one of 1500 
men and women attending the con- 
vention of the American Physical 
Education Association at Hotel 
Statler. 

“There is no reason why a girl 
shouldn’t be able to keep up with 
boys in most sports,” she said. “We 
don’t want our girl students to pick 
up a stone and throw it like this.” 
She bent down and awkwardly 
tossed an imaginary stone by way 
of illustration. “We want them to 
bend back and throw like a boy.” 
She again picked up the imaginary 
stone, leaned her slim body far 
back and threw it through the hotel 
room door, 

Mrs. Holm, who is 38 years old, 
came to the United States in Jan- 
uary to teach skiing at Russell Sage 
College, Troy, N. ¥Y. She had been 
teaching previously in a_ State 
school for girls between the ages 
of 11 and 20 in Sweden. Last year 
she visited 12 American colleges on 
a traveling fellowship. 

Contrasts Training Methods. 

Comparing American and Swedish 
physical training, she said: “Here 
you have the wrong idea about 
gymnastics. You're backward in 
that field because your gymnastics 
consist chiefly of exercises. We in- 
clude dancing, tumbling and ap- 
paratus work as well as exercises. 
And since 1912 we've been teaching 
gymnastics with music. 

“But you do have the best- 
coached athletic teams in the world 
because you’ specialize in certain 
sports. In Sweden every pupil 
must learn every sport, after he 
has had basic training in gymnas- 
tics. Since the same teacher stays 
with a group of pupils year after 
year we get to know the pupils in- 
timately and appreciate the fact 
_ that they may be good in one sport

TO WALK GRACEFULLY 


Says Limbs Move in Harmony, 
Heels Make Direct Line, 
Head Is Erect. 


A study of the mechanics of 


graceful walking was described by 
Miss Ruth Bass of Kent State Col- 
lege, Kent, O., before the research 
section of the American Physical 
Education Association at Hotel 
Statier today. 

The graceful college girl, she 
said, moves her limbs in harmony 
with each other, swinging her arms 
as much in front as in back of 
her body. She has a vigor of arm 
and leg movement and allows her 
legs to swing from the hips. The 
graceful walker lifts her chest and 
head easily and places her heels in 
a direct line, one with the other. 

The ungraceful walker, on the 
other hand, tends to carry her arms 
in jerky fashion back of her body. 
She has an exaggerated position of 
the head, usually carrying it for- 
ward at a marked angle or jerking 
it while walking. Moreover, the 
graceless girl zig-zags the members 
of her body rather than moves them 
in harmony. She has “stiff feet 
that act as stiff units, lacking in 
fiexibility.

Weight-Determining Devices. 


Many delegates have been in- 
specting devices for determining 
the proper weight of a_ child 
brought here by Dr. Arthur J. 
Wendler of the Iowa Child Welfare 
Research Station, State University 
of Iowa. Not only age and height, 
but fat and size of bones are con- 
sidered in accurately determining 
proper weight, Dr. Wendler said. 
_Calipers are used in measuring 
width of bones. Then the examiner 
grasps the fat on various parts of 
the child’s body and also measures 
that with the calipers. A stocky 
person is naturally expected to 
weigh more, but the usual weight 
tables do not take that into con- 
sideration, Dr. Wendler said. An- 
other device he uses in testing chil- 
dren is a spirometer, which records 
the strength of the lungs ‘n expell- 
ing air. 

A child who is more than 15 per 
cent below normal in standard lung 
capacity usually has something 
wrong with him, Dr.» Wendler con- 
tinued. Further examination is 
necessary to ascertain what is 
wrong. The devices are being used 
extensively in Iowa. 


Dr. Katherine Watson of Mac- 
Murray College for Women, Jack- 
sonville, Ill., in an address yester- 
day before the research section said 
a college woman’s throwing ability 
cannot be judged from her phy- 
sical appearance. “A small woman 
may be able to throw a ball as far 
and as accurately as a large one. 
However, there is a significant re- 
lationship between ability to throw 
accurately at a target and ability 
to throw a distance,” she said. 


Lew Andreas, basketball coach of 
Syracuse University, New York, 
said that “point-a-minute” teams 
are common today.

HOUSE INSURGENT BLOC 
BEGINS FIGHT FOR PWA 


Circulating. Petition to Ear- 
mark $700,000,000 in Re- 
lief Funds for Ickes. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—A bloc 
of House members decided today 
to carry direct to the White House 
a fight to save the PWA of Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ickes from 
oblivion in next year’s relief pro- 
gram. 

Aroused by word that Harry L. 


Hopkins’ WPA was to get the bulk 
of a proposed $1,500,000,000 appro- 
priation for next year, and that 
Ickes would have none, the insur- 
gents announced they had more 
than 200 signatures of House mem- 
bers to a petition in behalf of 
PWA. 

They hope to get more than 300 
names on the dccument, which 
seeks to earmark $700,000,000 of the 
fund for Ickes. Representative 
Beiter (Dem.), New York, said the 
petition would be taken direct to 
President Roosevelt before Sunday. 

This, it was thought, might cause 
a showdown on the Ickes and Hop- 
kins theories of relief. Ickes fa- 
vors the heavier and more perma- 
nent Public Works Administration 
construction, while Hopkins has 
been pushing the more purely re- 
lief projects involved in Works 
Progress Administration. 

The .Beiter bloc is aroused be- 
cause, its members say, plans had 
been made in their home areas for 
extensive PWA construction, only 
to have the Federal Government 
withhold the expected funds. Beiter 
argued that the PWA projects, in- 
volving large outlays for purchase 
of materials, would “relieve unem- 
ployment in the heavy industries.” 

Whether President Roosevelt 
would act on the bloc’s plea was 
considered doubtful. 

Ickes has disclaimed any connec- 
tion with the better movement in 
the House, saying that he has not 
conferred with legislators on the 
subject. It is generally under- 
stood, however, that he would wel- 
come more money for PWA if the 
White House should so decide.

ROUTE 3 UNDER-PASS 


Piers in Center of Highway in 
East St. Louis to Be Elimi- 
nated at Cost of $92,000. 


Award of contracts for recon- 
struction of the under-pass at the 
Illinois Central crossing on State 
Route 3, near Eighth street and 
Valentine avenue, East St. Louis, 
was announced yesterday by Maj. 
S. F. Wilson, district engineer of 
the Illinois Highway Department. 

Contract for building the super- 


structure was awarded to the H. H. 
Hall Construction Co., East St. 
Louis, the amount being $63,230. 
Contract for rebuilding the ap- 
proaches went to Keeley Brothers 
Construction Co., East St. Louis, 
the bid being for $29,603. Rebuild- 
ing of the under-pass will eliminate 
the piers rising in the center of 
the highway to support the rail- 
road trestle, constituting a traffic 
hazard. 

Award of contracts for construc- 
tion of an under-pass at Wabash 
and Illinois Terminal System cross- 
ing on United States Route 66, 
north of Staunton, was made io 
Madison Construction Co, Ed- 
wardsville, for excavation and 
building of approaches, bid $59,602; 
Richardson Construction Co., De- 
eatur, for substructure of bridge, 
$25,164, and R. C. Mahon Co., of 
Chicago, for superstructure, $39,- 
312. Land has been purchased to 
build a temporary road around the 
immediate site of the under-pass to 
avoid closing the highway. Both 
the East St. Louis and Staunton 
projects are a part of the Federal 
grade-crossing elimination program 
and are being financed out of 
work-relief appropriations.

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ALVIN E. KINDERVATER 
TO RETIRE IN JUNE 


Physical Education Director 
Quitting at End of Pres- 
ent School Year. 


Alvin E. Kindervater, director of 
physical education in the public 
schools of St. Louis for 3 years, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day that he would retire at the end 
of the school year. His long career 
will be climaxed tonight, however, 
by his pageant showing the growth 
of physical education in St. Louis 


which will be presented at the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium before members 
of the American Physical Educa- 
tion Association and the general 
public, 

This morning, as he has done on 
so many mornings in the past, Kin- 
dervater watched children taking 
exercises at the Benton School. He 
sat quietly in a corner of the room, 
smiling from time to time and 
nodding encouragement, His eyes 
never ceased sweeping the room, 
taking in every detail as the chil- 
dren swung their arms in unison. 

Kindervater, 79 years old last De- 
cember, admitted with some reluc- 
tance that he was planning to re- 
tire. What was he going to do 
after that? Well, he would sleep 
mostly and then make his plans. 

He has been busy during the past 
week in connection with the con- 
vention of the American Physical 
Education Association. In recog- 


nition of his 55 years of service in

the field, he was named honorary: 


chairman of the convention. 

Last night he reviewed his long 
career at a banquet given for the 
visiting physical directors. Stand- 
ing erect, his snow-white hair 
combed smoothly back, he related 
that he was graduated in 1881 from 
the Turners’ Normal School of 
Physical Education, one of the first 
schools of its kind in America. 
Then he spent seven years in Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul, teaching in 
turnvereins. 

He went to Chicago where he di- 
rected physical training in 24 pub- 
lic schools, working from 9 a. m. 
to 10:30 p. m. each day. Forty-two 
years ago he came to St. Louis, 
teaching in the St. Louis Turnver- 
ein and in a private school before 
joining the _ staff of the public 
schools. 

“It’s been a great pleasure work- 
ing with children and young peo- 
ple for such a long time,” he said 


today. “I have really never called 
it work, because I love my profes- 
sion.” 

Kindervater was given a testi- 
monial dinner May 24, 1931, when 
he had completed 50 years of teach- 
ing. Superintendent of Instruction 
Henry J. Gerling said Kindervater 
had served the cause of “childhood, 
manhood, womanhood and human- 
ity, converting raw material into 
fine gold.” Speakers recalled his 
familiar daily greeting at the 
schools, remembered by thousands 
of former pupils now grown to 
manhood and womanhood: 

“Good morning to you and what 
are you going to say to me?” 

In 1933 Mr. and Mrs. Kindervater 
celebrated their golden wedding. 
They reside at the Saum Hotel, 
1919 South Grand boulevard. They 
have a daughter, Mrs. Ward Bur- 
dick of Denver, and two sons, Gus- 
tave and Ernest A. Kindervater. 
The former is a manager for An- 
heuser-Busch, the latter a Major 
in the Quartermaster Corps of the 
United States Army at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas. 


CLEVELAND POLICE CAPTAIN 
ACCUSED OF TAKING BRIBES 


Indicted After Investigation Indi- 
cates He Amassed $109,000 in 
Three Years. 
CLEVELAND, O., April 17.—The 
Cuyahoga County grand jury re- 
turned an indictment yesterday 
charging Police Captain Louis J. 
Cadek, $3500-a-year officer, who 
amassed $109,000 in three prohi- 
bition years, with accepting bribes. 
Prosecutor Frank JT. Cullitan had 
opened an investigation after dis- 
covering, he said, that Cadek had 


made deposits totaling that amount | 


in savings and loan companies un- 
der four different names. 

Two counts in the indictment ac- 
cuse him of soliciting and accept- 
ing two automobiles. 

Three other counts charge that 
he accepted bribes aggregating ap- 
proximately $26,000 for protection 
against prohibition laws. 

Cadek has asserted the deposited 
funds were “legal money” and At- 
torney Gerard Pilliod, his counsel, 
said he was the victim of political 
intrigue prompted in some degree 
by personal malice.

BROUN LOSES APPEAL 
IN MILWAUKEE CASE 


Guild President, Two Others 
Fined — Arrested in News- 
paper Strike Demonstration. 


By the Associated Press. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 17. — 
Heywood Broun of New York, 
president of the American News- 
paper Guild, was convicted by a 
Municipal Court jury yesterday of 
interfering with police officers dur- 
ing a strike demonstration at the 


Wisconsin News plant last month. 
The case went before the jury on 
appeal from a conviction by a Dis- 
trict Court Judge. 
Two Milwaukee members of the 
guild, Alfred Lauterbach and Hymie 
Polinsky, who appealed from con- 


victions of disorderly conduct in 
connection with the samé incident, 
also were convicted by the jury. 

Judge C. M. Davidson immediate- 
ly fined Broun $10 and costs or 
10 days in the County jail, and im- 
posed $5 fines with five-day jail 
sentences as alternatives on his 
companions, 

At a conference with attorneys 
Broun urged payment of the fines, 
stating there was no apparent ad- 
vantage to the guild if the three 
served jail terms. 

The sentences by Judge Davison 
were the same that District Judge 
George E. Page had ordered in Dis- 
trict Court Monday. The appeal, 
however, increased the costs. 

Broun was permitted by Judge 
Davison to give his testimony with- 
out interruption from counsel. He 
declared he was primarily interest- 
ed in determining whether Milwau- 
kee police had a right to challenge 
what he termed peaceful mass pick- 
eting. He was charged with inter- 
fering with officers who had ar- 
rested Louterbach in the _ picket 
line March 21. 

A strike of Wisconsin news edi- 
torial employes belpnging to 
guild began nine weeks ago in de- 
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mand for higher wages, recoghition 
of the guild as bargaining agent, 
and improved working conditions. 
The plant has been picketed daily 
and several strike demonstrations 
have been held.”

ON POLICE DENIAL 
OF THIRD DEGREE 


Board Relief on Inspector’s 
Investigation, Maj. Lam- 
bert in $55,- 
000 Damage Suit. 


The Board of Police Commission- 
ers did not conduct its own inves- 
tigation of charges of David Thay- 
er Burbank, 23-year-old Socialist, 
that he was beaten by Detective 
Walter Bauer after being arrested 
Feb. 16, 1934, but relied on the in- 
quiry -and report of the police, 
which absolved Bauer, it was 
brought out yesterday in deposi- 
tions in the $55,000 damage suit of 
Burbank against Bauer and mem- 
bers of the board. 

The witnesses were Maj. Albert ' 
Bond Lambert, vice-president of 
the board, and John J, Phelan, an 
attorney, treasurer of the board. 
Detective Bauer had been sum- 
moned but did not appear. He will 
again be summoned when the depo- 
sitions, being taken in offices in 
the Central National Bank Build- 
ing, are resumed next Thursday. 

Lambert said the Police Inspec- 
tor made the investigation ordered 
by the board, and said the mem- 
bers had never talked to Burbank 
and knew nothing about the case 
beyond what the police told them. 

Conversation in Hall. 

He did talk to Bauer about it 
when he passed the detective in 
the hall at police headquarters, he 
said. “I asked, ‘How about these 
newspaper reports?’ and Bauer 
said, ‘Nothing to it,’” Lambert re- 
lated. He said his talk with Bauer 
influenced him in his decision to 
accept the police findings in the 
case. 

When Burbank, grandson of the 
late Federal Judge Amos M, Thay- 
er, and a group of demonstrators 
were taken to the Central District 
Station after being arrested in 
front of the Austrian Consulate, 
Lambert was near the desk. He 
said Burbank showed no marks of 
ill treatment. He did not see the 
youth when he was released. Bur- 
bank charges he was beaten after 
the time Lambert saw him. 

Phelan asserted the department 
“made a thorough investigation of 
both sides of the case.” He said 
the board had not talked to Bur- 
bank’s witnesses as “it was against 
policy.” 

Burbank’s “attorney, Victor B. 
Harris, asked, “What's the differ- 
ence between that and the police 
department investigating itself?” 
and “As a lawyer, is fhac your con- 
ception of the proper way for the 
board to make an investigation?” 
but objections by Associate City 
Counselor John B. Sullivan to both 
questions were sustained by Spe- 
cial Commissioner Clark M. Clif- 
ford.

summon witnesses, it usually does 
so only for trial of a policeman 
after an investigation by police of- 
ficials indicates such a trial is 
called for, Phelan said. No trial 
was held in Bauer's case. 

When Phelan explained the trials 
were for violation of the rules of 
the ‘department, Harris asked, “Is 
slugging a violation?” “Yes, if 
there’s evidence,” Phelan said. 

“How do you know whether 
there’s evidence, you don’t make 
any investigation?” 

“The department does.” 

Both witnesses denied, as had the 
other two members of the board 
previously called, that third-degree 
methods are used by the St. Louis 
olice. “We would not tolerate it 
under any circumstances,” Lambert 
said. “I never heard of any third 
degree,” Phelan said, 

“Do you recall a recent case 
where a man died from a beating 
by a police officer?” Harris asked. 

“No,” replied Phelan. 


Gives Views of Board. 


Questioned about police practices, 
Phelan said the board is “opposed 
bitterly to holding anyone incom- 
municado;” that when a prisoner 
refuses to talk the police stop ques- 
tioning him; and that the police do 
not re-arrest prisoners in front of 
a police station after releasing 
them at the end of the 20-hour pe- 
riod which is the maximum amount 
of time they may legally be held 
without a warrant. 

Asked how he knew that, Phelan 
said through personal observation 
and absence of any complaints to 
the contrary. 

“You don’t know much _ about 
what’s going on in the police de- 
partment unless they tell you, do 
you?” Harris asked. 

“There is constant co-ordination 
between the department and the 
board,” Phelan replied.

SLOT MAGHINE RAIDS 
BY COUNTY OFFIGERS 


Proprietors of 9 Places Appear 
Before Grand Jury; 8 
Others Give Bonds. 


Nine proprietors of St. Louis 
County establishments where slot 
and pinball machines were seized 
in simulatneous raids yesterday ap- 
peared later before the county 
grand jury, while operators of eight 
other places where machines were 
confiscated furnished $1000 bonds 
to answer any charges which might 
be placed against them.

ARKANSAS TENANT 


FARMERS 10 BE 
ASKED 10 STRIKE 


National Committee on 
Rural Social Planning to 
Issue Call in 3 Northeast- 


ern Counties. | 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—Offi- 
cials of the National Committee on 
Rurai Social Planning have dis 
closed plans for providing financial 
aid and other assistance for a strike 
of tenant farmers in three Ar- 
kansas counties before mid-July. 
Gardner Jackson, chairman of the 
committee, said yesterday that sev- 


eral thousand tenant farmegs will 
be called to $walk out in the midst 
of “cotton chopping time” when 
large numbers of laborers are need- 
ed for work in the fields. 

At present, it is planned to con- 
fine the strike to Cross, Crittenden, 
and St. Francis counties in North- 
eastern Arkansas where the South- 
ern Tenant Farmer Union was said 
to be most firmly entrenched, Jack- 
gon said. 

What They Will Seek. 

The tenants, he continued, will be 
asked to strike for recognition of 
the union by landowners for higher 
wages in the cotton fields, and for 


adoption of a unisorm contract be- 
tween landlords and tenants. 

Jackson, once an AAA official, 
| said he hoped that the strike would 
| result in elimination of what he 
said was discrimination against ten- 
ants by the Resettlement Adminis- 
tration and local relief officials. 

The national committee, he said, 
expected to furnish financial assist- 
ance to the striking tenants and 
some leadership. He said he ex- 
pected to be in Arkansas when the 
strike was called. 

Held Conference Recently. 

At a conference, sponsored 
Jackson's committee, with Govern- 
ment officials here recently, repre- 
sentatives of the tenant farmers 
charged that resettlement and re- 
lief officials refused aid to the ten- 
ants, forcing them to accept starva- 
tion wages. 

Following the conference, John L. 
Lewis, president of the United Mine 
Workers, urged farmers to work 
toward building a union. 

Decision to call the strike followed 
a vote taken in the three Arkansas 
counties several weeks ago, when 
approximately 6300 tenant farmers 
were reported to have favored a 
strike and about 300 voted in oppo- 
sition.

Farm-to-Market Highways In- 


cluded First Time Under Reg- 
ular Fund Matching Program. 


By the Associated fresa. 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—A bill’ 

authorizing a $440,000,000 road pro 

gram for the 1938 and 1939 fisca) 


years was passed by the House 


yesterday and sent to the Senate. 
Approved without opposition, the 
measure extends the Hayden-Cart- 
wright Act under which the pres 
ent year’s Federal highway pro 
gram and that for 1937 would be 
carried out. 

For the first time, $25,000,000 for 
each of the two years is earmarked 
for farm-to-market roads, to be 
matched on a 50-50 basis by the 
state. 

Also included for the first time 
is $50,000,000 each year not fequired 
to be matched, for grade crossing 
elimination. 

The measure authorizes for each 
of the years, $125,000,000 for regu- 
lar Federal aid highways on the 
matching basi, $10,000,000 for forest 
roads, $2,500,000 for roads in pub- 
lic lands, and $7,500,000 for roads | 
in national parks. 

Cartwright Speaks for Bill. 

Chairman Cartwright (Dem.), Ok- 
lahoma, of the House Roads Com- 
mittee, asked the House to approve 
authorization to avert “demoraliza- 
tion of the highway industry.” 

Presenting legislation he and Sen- 
ator Hayden (Dem.), Arizona, in- 
troduced recently, Cartwright said 
congressional action would de- 
termine whether the national road 
program for the next three years 
would be progressive or “an uncer- 
tain, hand-to-mouth policy pursued 
by the various State highway <de- 
partments.” 

“Immediate enactment of this bill 
is necessary to avert the major 
calamity that would result from 
new demoralizatiom of the highway 
industry,” he declared. “Of pri- 
mary importance, of course, is the 
fact that highways are being im- 
proved so as to provide avenues of 
travel for motor vehicles but the 
employment phase also is of great 


importance. 
“The highway program for the

FRANCE STILL TAKING SHELLS 
OUT OF FARMERS’ FIELDS 


1,450,000 Tons of Explosives Found 
On Battlefields Removed; Much 
Destroyed on Spot. 

By the Assoviated Press. 

PARIS, April 17.—France’s shell 
reclamation mission is still exca- 
vating unexploded shells from the 
battlefields of the last war where 
4,000,000 men lost their lives. 

Farmers plowing in the shadow 
of the great Maginot line of steel 
and concrete frontier fortifications 
between Belgium and Switzerland, 
still come across unexploded shells, 
grenades and bombs, 

Eighteen years. after the armi- 
stice, requests still stream into the 
war ministry from the devastated 
regions that explosives found in the 
fields be carted away. 

The war ministry reports that 
from January, 1930, to January, 
1936, there were 432° such de 
mands, that 1,450,000 tons of high 
explosives were removed and 167,- 
000 tons—-too dangerous to displace 
—were destroyed on the spot. 

After the war, the ministry of the 
liberated regions inaugurated shell 
reclamation service to rid the bat- 
tlefields cf unexploded missiles. 

Excayated shells, handled with 
care, first are submitted to a “dis- 
mantling” test, an operation which 
consists of withdrawing the fuse, 
if possible. The operator works be- 
hind a heavy armored steel pro- 
tector. 

If the fuse can be extracted, the 
contents of the shell are emptied, 
placed in special containers, sealed 


‘and returned to the Government. If 


the fuse resists the operation, the 
shell is detonated

fact that two “non-professional” 
teams will demonstrate baseball 
to the world at the Berlin Olym- 
pic Games. 

Every non-professional player is 
eligible. All those desiring to be- 
come members of the Olympic 
squad need is plenty of money 
and a lot of confidence. 

Here’s the setup as outlined by 
Leslie Mann, secretary and 
treasurer of the Olympic Base- 
ball Committee, former Cardinal 
player, conductor of a baseball 
school and propagandist extraor- 
dinary for the grand old game: 

Deposit $10 with the treasurer 
as an earnest of a final payment 
of the full entry fee of $60, for 
each person. (No official entry 
card will be issued until the bal- 
ance is paid. The original fee 
was $100, but it has been  re- 
duced.) 

Players must pay their own ex- 
penses until selected, and there- 
after the Olympic Committee will 
supply the funds. 

All entry fees will go to the 
Olympic Baseball Fund to help 
defray the squad’s expenses. 

About 40 players will be taken 
abroad. (N. B.—In the literature 
“40” was given as the number 
0 — figure was scratched 
out. 


Players will participate in “in- 
tra-games” competition and will 
be selected by Babe Ruth's Selec- 
tion Board, according to ability. 
The trials will start June 20 and 


the finals July 1-12.

BETHLEHEM, Pa., April 17.—Al-

ling tryouts, the four grapplers from 
Hawaii are definitely courteous 
losefs. 

No mater how groggy his con- 
queror might leave him on the can- 
vas, the Hawaiian gets up, rushes 
to a corner of the gymnasium, 
reaches into a large box and pulls 
out a green and white lei. 

Then he runs back to the middle 
of the canvas where the victor is en- 
joying the plaudits of the gallery 
and drapes the lei over the winer’s 
shoulders. An embrace follows. 

“Tt’s an old Hawaiian custom,” 
19-year-old Richard Noda, man- 
ager and captain of the foursome 
from the Pacific island said today, 
“even when, we win we do the same 
thing.” 

Noda, a 134-pound competitor, and 
Katsutoshi Nishuira and Eiji Mat- 
sumura, contestants in the 123- 
pound decision, were eliminated 
yesterday after two rounds. Mitsu- 
gu Honda, a broad shouldered 145- 
pounder who is one of Hawaii's well- 
known lightweight barefoot football 
players, still is in the running. 

“It probably sounds funny, but 
we really came 5000 miles to learn,” 
smiled Noda, who like his compa- 
triots were born of Japanese par- 
ents and naturalized' American citi- 
zens. “Wrestling took hold in Ha- 


waii only about five years ago and 


it hasn’t developed as rapidly as 
boxing. 

“This has been our greatest ex- 
perience, we've wrestied in Japan. 
The Japanese are perhaps slightly 
trickier than the boys in this tour- 
nament but they can’t compare in 
strength.”

Japanese Stars Are Expected 
To Give Americans Real Fight 
For Olympic Pole Vault Title 


By Maxwell Stiles. 
(Copyright, 1936.) 
LOS ANCELES, April 17.—Again it is America versus Japan in 


the pole vault of the Olympic games, but instead of America versus 


France and Hungary in the discus, 


as in 1932, it appears to be Amer- 


ica versus Sweden and Germany in the platter throwing contest at 


Berlin. 

Shuhei Nishida, tall and slender 
Japanese, and his compatriot, Ohe, 
constitute the only serious threat 
to American vaulters at Berlin. All 
who saw Nishida clear 14 feet in 
the 1932 games at Los Angeles, 
placing second to William Miller of 
the United States, will testify that 
this remarkable athlete from the 
land of the rising sun constitutes 
a serious threat indeed. 

This testimony will be strength- 
ened by the additional evidence 
that Nishida is better than ever, 
as is indicated by the fact that 
last summer in Europe he broke 
his dwn previous record with a leap 
of 14 feet 1% inches. Ohe, with a 
leap of 13 feet 11% inches, indi- 
cated that he is probably as for- 
midable as was Nishida in 1932. 

Chief threats to American supre- 
macy in the discus throw are con- 
centrated in three exceedingly able 
Europeans—a German and two 
Swedes. 

Competition in the Discus. 

Helmutt Schroeder of Germany 
last summer surpassed the official 
world record with a throw of 174 
feet 2% inches. That official rec- 
ord was made in 1934 by Harald 
Andersson of Sweden, 171 feet 11% 
inches, while Berg of Sweden bet- 
tered 160 feet in 1934 and reached 
169 feet last summer. 

The best American probably will 
defeat Nishida and Ohe at Berlin. 
The problem is to learn the identity 
of that best American. My choice 
is William Graber, now at work on 
his olive orchard near Ontario, Cal. 
Graber’s three most dangerous riv- 
als are Keith Brown of Yale, the 
unofficial holder of a world record 
which officially still belongs to 
Graber, and the two University of 
Southern California juniors, Earl 
Meadows and Bill Sefton. Brown 
recently declared he would retire. 

Only three men can make the 
American team, so one of those 
four must stay home. It is possible 
that the fourth best vaulter in the 
world will be unable to compete in 
the Olympic games. 

The question of making the 
American team is merely a ques- 
tion of which three boys will be 
the best on the particular day of 
the trial. Graber and Brown, if he 
competes, appear to be outstanding 
and should make the team if they 
show up in the best of form. Mead- 
ows defeats Sefton about as often 
as Sefton defeats Meadows, and it 
is a question which will be the bet- 
ter of the two the day of the trials. 
If Brown or Graber fail to show 
up in conditon, both Sefton and 
Meadows should make the team.

Nishida appears to be consistent 
enough, and competitor enough, to 
split the American trio somewhere. 
Graber defeated Brown at their 
last meeting, the Princeton invita- 
tion meet of last year, and at Ber- 
lin he will be particularly de- 
termined because of his failure in 
1932. Two weeks before the 1932 
games Graber set his official world 
record. In the games he sought to 
conserve his strength, hence passed 
up several heights. Then he lost 
his step, missed three times at a 
height he usually clears with ease, 
and placed fourth because he was 
forced to accept the last height 
he had cleared before passing. 
Graber will be out to wipe that 
out, and if he could beat Brown at 
Princeton he ought to beat Brown 
at Berlin. 

Carpenter Best in Discus. 

Kenneth Carpenter and Gordon 
Dunn are the two outstanding 
discus throwers in America today 
and because he appears to be im- 
proving all the time while other 
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men have reached or passed their 
peaks, Carpenter of the University 
of Southern California is picked to 
win the Olympic championship. 
Carpenter and Dunn were beaten 
by Andersson and Berg last sum- 
mer, but Carpenter returned and 
defeated Andersson. Already this 
year he was thrown the platter 
two feet farther than he did at his 
best in 1935, indicating that he is 
headed for 175 feet before the pres- 
ent season closes. 

Andersson and Berg have shown 
exceptional reliability and can be 
counted on to do their best at Ber- 
lin. Schroeder, however, slumped 
badly last summer after his record 
throw and was little better than 
mediocre, after which late in the 
season he again reached 165 feet.

The 
Pal walked on it yesterday with- 
out apparent pain, after treatment 
for 48 hours in a strong medicinal 
preparation. Trainer A. L. Darna- 
by plans to gallop his hopeful to- 
morrow to see whether he can stand 
a resumption of training. 


Kentucky Derby attention in the 
East today was focused on Morton 
L. Schwartz's colt, Bold Venture, 
following his very impressive vic- 
tory yesterday in Jamaica in the 
South Shore purse. At the end of 
the mile and 70 yards, the Schwartz 
colt was four lengths in front of 
Mrs. Payne Whitney's Galsac, with 
Mrs. Dodge Sloane’s Neap another 
length back. Invermark brought 
up the rear. Galsac and Invermark 
also are eligible for the Derby and 
Preakness. 

Bold Venture’s victory, achieved 
in 1:44 4-5 under 107 pounds, was so 
impressive that he is almost sure 
to be strongly supported in the 
$10,000 Wood Memorial, April 25. 
The Wood will serve as the final 
Derby prep for many of the lead- 
ing eligibles, including Hal Price 
Headley's Hollyrood and W. 8S. Kil- 
mer’s Ned Reigh. 


The Derby list of 102 thorough- 
breds may be regarded now, two 
weeks before the stake, as pared 
down to 20-odd likely starters. As 
when the nominations closed Feb. 
10, the selected field lacks a_ real 
standout, but includes a dozen of 
high class. Brevity, the winter 
book favorite, has the edge, of 
course, but this has been dulled 
some by Indian Broom’s breaking 
of Brevity’s brand-new world rec- 
ord for a mile and an eighth. 


Here’s That Early Date Again. 

John Ward, a veteran among vet- 
érans on American race tracks, has 
a strong Brevity complex, although 
his son is training Wise Duke, a 
Derby eligible. 

“The colt is ready,” Ward avowed. 
“and that’s the whole thing in a 
nutshell. It’s impossible for other 
three-year-olds in training at the 
Downs to reach the condition that 
Brevity already is in between now 
and the day of the race.” 


5000 Workers on Derby Day. 

Recent arrivals have brought the 
horses at Churchill Downs and 
Douglas Park here to about 1200. 
Some 200 or more will get in 
before the spring meeting opens 
April 25 with the Clark Handicap. 
The rapid increase in the number 
of trainers, grooms and jockeys 
reflects the manpower that is be- 
hind America’s popular sport. Of 
the 50,000 or more persons who step 
on each other's feet, scramble for 
the best places to stand, buy and 
cash mutuel tickets and otherwise 
enjoy themselves at a big stake, 
few realize that about 5000 are 
working behind the windows and in 
the barns to provide their sport. 
The figures are estimated for the 
Ken@icky Derby. An average race 
day crowd in Louisville is about 
5000. The regular staff is about 
1500, counting all hands.

Noting the bureau’s appropria- 
tions had risen from $2,250,000 in 
1928 to twice that figure, Senator 
McKellar, Democrat, Tennessee, 
said: 

“It seems to me your department 
is just running wild, Mr. Foover.”

9 HURT; AUTO HITS VIADUCT 
GUARD RAIL NEAR BOONVILLE 


Occupants Were En Route to St. 

Louis; Two Killed at Same 
Place Three Days Ago.

BOONVILLE, Mo., April 17.— 


Five Kansas City residents were 
injured, three of them seriously, 
when their car hit a guard frail on 
the Missouri-Kansas-Texas Rail- 
road viaduct eight miles east of 
here today on Highway 40 while 
en route to St. Louis. All were 
brought to the hospital here. 

One of those injured was Mat- 
thew Gleeson, who was going to 
see his son, Jimmy Gleeson, an out- 
fielder with the Cleveland Indians, 
play against the St. Louis Browns 
today. He suffered a fractured leg 
and a severely cut tongue. 

Others hurt were James Kirk, 51 
years old, who suffered a crushed 
chest and fractured arm: his 
daughter, Miss Florence Kirk, lacer- 
ations on leg; Daniel Donovan, 41, 
cuts and bruises, and Miss Mar-

| TROPICS AS NEXT VENTURE 


Hopes to Take Trip to Patagonia, 
Brazil and New Guinea When 
Antarctic Work Is Done.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. April 17.— 
Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd, 
who twice has explored the Antarc- 
tic, said today he will make an ex- 
ploration trip in the tropics.

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HEAR FROM THE POPE 


Order Founded in St. Louis 
Also Gets. Messages From 
President. 


A pontifical high mass was cele- 
brated at the mother house of the 
Sisters of St. Joseph, 6400 Minne- 
sota avenue,. by Bishop Winkel- 
mann today which was observed 
as “memorial day” in the centen- 
nial celebration of the establish- 


ment of the order here. 

Messages of congratulation were 
received from the Vatican and from 
President Roosevelt by Mother Su- 
perior General Mary Agnes. The 
cablegram from the Vatican, signed 
by Cardinal Pacelli, read: “The 
Holy Father sends heartfelt con- 
gratulations and Apostolic benedic- 
tion to the Mother Superior and all 
the Sisters. Your splendid works 
of Christian education and charity 
are an enduring pledge of plenteous 
graces and Divine assistance.” 

Message From President. 

“The story of the growth, of the 
order in the United States since 
those far-away days of 1836,” Pres- 
ident Roosevelt wrote, “reads like 
the parable of the sower whose 
seed fell on good ground. 

“I am informed that the Order 
of the Sisters of St. Joseph, which 
made such a modest beginning 100 
years ago when six heroic women 
landed in St. Louis, now numbers 
3100 sisters who, besides engaging 
in educational work, operate hospi- 
tals, orphan homes and deaf mute 
institutions—truly a remarkable in- 
crease in good works. 

“Upon the happy occasion of this 
centennial, I offer to you, and 
through you to all members of the 
Sisters of St. Joseph, my hearty 
felicitations. This anniversary 
must give to each and every one of 
your members added conviction to 
the words of the Master: ‘Mary 
hath chosen the better part, which 
shall not be taken away from her.’” 

Has 13,000 Members, 

In referring to a membership of 
3100 the President had in mind 
those affiliated with the mother 
house here. Throughout the Unit- 
ed States there are more than 13,- 
000 Sisters of St. Joseph. 

Alumnae of St. Joseph’s Acad- 
emy and Fontbonne College were 
the guests of the sisters yesterday 
at the mother house. Among those 
present was the oldest living grad- 
uate of St. Joseph’s Academy, Mrs. 
Mary Flynn, 3133 St. Vincent 
street, who was graduated in 1885. 
She is 91 years old. 

The Rev. Raphael McCarthy S. J. 
of St. Louis University spoke at 
benediction services at the mother 
house yesterday afternoon. “The 
world has witnessed many changes 
since that far off day in March, 
1836, when the first little convent 
was built on this hill,” Father Mc- 
Carthy said. 
comforts about which our grahd- 
fathers never dreamed, the luxuries 
of our ancestors have become ne- 
cessities for us. But these advan- 
tages have been bought at a most 
expensive price. They have led to 
excessive emphasis on material 
things. Because the people lack 
spiritual convictions and have 
ceased to struggle for elevating 
goals, conscience has been dulled, 
and men and women drift on a sea 
of doubt and unrest.”

“As it is conceived,” he said, “it 
is a breaking away from the old 
restraints of God's commandments 
to become slaves of fashion, the 
puppets of one’s lower impulses. 
Such people are free like the tree 
that has been uprooted in the storm. 
They are as free as the ship that 
has slipped from its mooring and 
can drift to destruction on the 
rocks. 

“Emancipate yourselves from sub- 
jection to fashions that are degrad- 
ing, from the tyranny of false pub- 
lic opinion. Lead your lives ac- 
cording to the lessons you have 
learned from your teachers. That 
is the freedom of children of God.”

Irving Schmuckler, Former 
Branch Manager, Says He 
Is New ‘Big Boss.’ 


Irving Schmuckler, former branch 
manager for Brown-Owen, Inc., in 
East St. Louis, announced today 
that he had become the “big boss” 
by purchasing the assets and lia- 
bilities of the wholesale liquor 
firm which the Federal Govern- 
ment would not permit to continue 


in business beyond July 1. 

Schmuckler declined to tell the 
price paid. Henceforth, he said, 
the business will be operated as 
the Irving Distributing Co. He said 
he owns 90 per cent of the $50,000 
capital stock of that firm. 

His associates, Schmuckler said, 
are M. Bleiweiss, who lives in Uni- 
versity City, and. Miss Florence 
Schimmel, also of University City. 
Schmuckler said, when questioned 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter, that 
he did not know the first name 
of Bleiweiss, who is vice-president 
of the company, nor the street ad- 
dresses of either Bleiweiss nor 
Miss Schimmel, the secretary-treas- 
urer. 

“Over a year ago,” Schmuckler 
said, he purchased the Brown-Owen 
business in East St, Louis and has 
since operated it as the Irving Dis- 
tributing Co., an Illinois corpora- 
tion, at 401 East Broadway, East 
St. Louis. The company of the 
same name which took over the 
Brown-Owen business in the Mart 
Building here is a Missouri corpo- 
ration. 


Schmuckler said the new com- 
|pany has the necessary Federal! 
state and city licenses, and, he add- 
'ed with a chuckle, “we can sell any- 
where, except in dry states.” 

| It was selling liquor in dry states 
that put the Brown-Owen firm out 
of business. After the company 
pleaded guilty to that charge the 
Federal Government accepted $5000 
in. fines with the understanding 
that the firm would retire from 
business. 

It was permitted to remain in 
business until July 1 because the 
Supreme Court invalidated the 
NRA, under which the Federal Al- 
cohol Administration operated. 
After July 1 all wholesale liquor 
dealers mmst have Federal permits. 
A “notice of contemplated denial” 
was issued by the FAA when 
Brown-Owen, Inc., applied for such 
a permit, and the firm is now seek- 
ing to withdraw its application. 

Schmuckler said none of the of- 
ficers of Brown-Owen, Inc., has 
any connection with the new firm. 
They are Beverly Brown and Clar- 
ence Owen, the owners, and Wil- 
liam Molasky, who is an officer of 
pe corporation.

for Workmen 


Sea Cruises and Free Travel Part of “Strength 
Through Joy” Plan — Some Employers 
Allow Holiday Spending Money. 


By the Associated Press. 

HAMBURG, April 17.—Germany’s 
“regiments of joy” are marching 
into vacation land again and work- 


ers are building bigger and better 
holiday quarters for them. The 
“strength through joy” movement, 
organized to promote recreation for 
workers, also backs all sorts of 
special entertainment, including 
plays, operas and film showing at 
reduced rate for factory and white- 
collar workers. 

Its opponents argue that running 
so many free vacation trains over 
the Federal railway lines is run- 
ning the railways into the red; that 
taking humble workmen on a 
cruise to Madeira merely makes

Building Vacation Armada. 


The Government meanwhile is fi- 
nancing enlargement to a vacation 
armada of 40 vessels of its present 
fleet of four “strength through joy” 
vacation steamers, which in March 
opened the 1936 season with a 
cruise to Portugal and Madeira. 

Two of the ships are under con- 
struction. They will accommodate 
1200 passengers each, with a maxi- 
mum of four to a cabin, and have 
“no cabin without running water 
and porthole.” Swimming pools 
and gymnasiums also are provid- 
ed, and bars, winerooms and Ba- 
varian beer “cellars.” 


Even with 40 ships, of course, the 
number of workers who can be 
taken on spring or summer cruises 
will be limited. Extensive prepara- 
tions therefore are being made to 
expand “strength through joy” sea- 
shore and mountain playground fa- 
cilities. 


One of these projects is the build- 
ing of a great bathing resort on 
the Island of Ruegen in the Balt? 
Hitler has given orders to make this 
resort the biggest and best the 
workers of any country ever had. 
It will accommodate 20,000 vaca- 
tionists, offering them a beach five 
miles long and 120 feet wide. 


At Cost of 80 Cents a Day. 


There a complex of buildings four 
miles long will provide the bathers’ 
cabins, six sea pavilions extending 
out over the water and a commu- 
nity house where all the vacation- 
ing workers can live. 

The all-inclusive price to the work- 
er will be two marks (80 cents) a 
day, so that he can spend a week 
at the seashore for $5.60.

grams.” 

Patterson said that “as to the 
freedom of the press, we still have 
it and we shall keep it. Only the 
most indefensible lack of vigilance 
and inconceivable stupidity will 
bring about any loss of it.” 

On the Senate Lobby Committee 
activity, he continued: “We shall 
set down this last attempted in- 
vasion aS merely a concomitant of 
just one more purposeless, useless, 
resultless, sadistic, exhibitionistic 
demonstration in the elaborate in- 
vestigation of something or other 
that produces neither illuminating 
information, nor human better- 
ment.” 

“I agree with Elisha Hanson, 
whom I regard as particularly com- 
petent to define the freedom of the 
press,” Patterson said, “that if the 
court is right in saying it has no 
jurisdiction over the Senate, then 
the Senate can invade the rights 
of the people under the first, fourth 
and fifth amendments to the Con- 
stitution. This the American press 
will not tolerate.” 

In addition to possessing free- 
dom of the press, he added that 
this country “fortunately” has 
power of the press “and an en- 
lightened public opinion which will 
enable us to maintain it.” 

On News of Year. 

Patterson told the editors there 
had been too much Lindbergh pub- 
licity and held the New Jersey 
court to be more responsible for 
the Hauptmann trial “circus” than 
the newspapers.

April 30. The commission was abol- 
ished by legislative action. 

In his speech, Lyons answered a 
series of questions put by State 
Senator James O. Monroe of Col- 
linsville. It was preceded by a 
conference and dinner at the Broad- 
view Hotel attended by State Rep- 
resentatives and Senators from 8t. 
Clair and Madison Counties, who 
discussed methods of organizing 
relief machinery. 

Under present legislation, Lyons 
explained, county boards of super- 
visors or commissioners will have 
charge of administration of relief 
from May 1 to June 30. After July 


1 responsibility will fall on town- 
ship supervisors in counties under 
township organization and remain 
with the county boards in counties 
having a commission form of gov- 
ernment. 

No State Funds Available. 

No State funds have yet been 
made available for relief after May 
1, Lyons said. One-third of the 
proceeds from the State 3 per cent 
occupational sales tax, about $2,- 
500,000 a month for the entire State, 
may be made available by legisla- 
tive action, but this step remains 
to be taken. 

“Our most reliable estimates,” 
Lyons said, “show that after May 
1 there will be approximately 190,- 
000 resident families in Tlinois in 
need of unemployment relief. To 
care for these a monthly expendi- 
ture of approximately $5,375,000 will 
be needed, although even this 
amount will provide for only mini- 
mum needs. 

“What is more, the situation may 
become even more critical than 
these figures indicate. The Works 
Progress Administration has noti- 
fied the commission that during 
April, May and June it will drop 
about 42,000 persons from WPA pay- 
rolls. Most of these people will 
certainly be forced to re-apply for 
relief, creating an additional bur- 
den. 

Problems to Be Solved. 


“Many administrative problems 
must also be worked out. There 
must be some machinery for al- 
locating State funds on a sound 
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‘basis and there must also be pro- 
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visions made for distribution of 
Federal commodities such as food 
and clothing as heretofore has been 
carried out by the IERC. Above 
all, there remains the stupendous 
task of establishing individual 
county and township administra- 
tive units. 

“These problems indicate some- 
thing of the complexity of finance 
and administration, and call atten- 
tion to the huge task which the 
Legislature must undertake to ac- 
complish in the brief period be- 
tween April 21 and 30. While relief 
rolls are much smaller than they 
were, we must not lose sight of the 
fact that relief problems will have 
to be met on a long-time basis. Ev- 
ery available index we have points 
to the fact that relief work will be 
necessary for a long time to come.”

Calavo Pineapple Pie. 
Two and one-half cups 
canned pineapple. 

One cup pineapple juice. 
One cup water. 

One cup granulated sugar. 
One teaspoon salt, 

Five tablespoons cornstarch. 
Three-fourths cup sieved calavo. 


One cup whipping cream. 
Baked pastry shell (10-inch). 
Combine diced pineapple and 
juice, water, sugar and salt in 
a saucepan, and heat to boiling. 
Moisten cornstarch in four table- 
spoons cold water, add to boiling 
mixture and cook until clear (about 
five minutes), stirring to prevent 
scorching; remove from fire and 
cool slightly. Pour into a baked 
pastry shell and chill. Whip cream, 
add calavo pulp and mix thorough- 
ly but lightly. Spread over chilled 
pie and serve immediately. Serves 
eight. 

Banana-Pineapple Milk Sherbet. 

Six bananas (two cups sieved). 
Two tall cans irradiated evap- 
grated milk. 

Three tablespoons lemon juice. 
One No. 2 can pineapple juice. 
Press bananas through a coarse 
sieve. Combine with other ingredi- 
ents. Freeze with a 1:8 salt-ice 
mixture, If a sweeter sherbet is 
desired, dissolve 1 cup sugar in the 
banana pulp. Yield: Three quarts. 

Apple Pie. 

Four to six tart cooking apples. 

Three-quarter cup sugar. 

One tablespoon flour. 

One tablespoon butter. 

Line a pie pan with paste. Fill 
with apples peeled, cored, cut in 
eighths and mixed with sugar and 
flour. Dot with butter. Moisten 
edges. Cover with a top crust. 
Press edges together with fingers. 
Cut a few slits in the top for 
steam vents. Bake in hot oven 
(450 degrees Fahrenheit) for 10 
minutes, then reduce to 350 degrees 
Fahrenheit and bake 30 minutes 
longer or until apples are done. 
This pie is good served warm 
with a slice of cheese put on each 
piece and melted in the oven before 
serving. 

Creamed Eggs and Mushrooms. 
Two tablespoons butter. 

One tin cream of mushroom soup. 
Salt and pepper: 

Three tablespoons flour. 

Four hard cooked eggs. 

Melt butter and add flour and 
blend well. Pour in soup and cook 
until thick. Add hard cooked egg 
whites, sliced, and heat just long 
enough to heat eggs through. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper to taste. 
Serve on hot biscuit straws and 
sprinkle with the egg yolks which 
have been put through a sieve. Gar- 
nish with watercress. Serve on 
toast.

Two cups mashed sweet potatoes.

or vegetable. American cooks have 
been accused, and rightly so, of 
not appreciating sauces to the full- 


est extent. A French cook will 
spend hours putting together a 
sauce, blending it carefully and 
cooking it slowly until it ap- 
proaches just the right degree of 
smoothness. American cooks feel 
that even 15 minutes is far too 
much time spent on putting to 
gether a sauce. 

White sauces and brown gravies 
seem to complete the repertoire of 
the American cook. Where time is 
the argument against other sauces 
a clever cook advises making some 
up in small quantities and keeping 
them in the refrigerator until need- 
ed. These sauces will dress up left- 
over meats or fish and furnish an 
entirely new flavor. 

Vinaigrette Sauce. 

Twelve shallots 

Two tablespoons vinegar 

Five tablespoons oil 

Two tablespoons chopped parsley 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Mix all together well and serve 
cold with cold boiled meats or fish. 

Green Remoulade Sauce. 

Three hardboiled eggs 

One raw egg yolk 

One tablespoon tarragon vinegar 

Three tablespoons olive oil 

One-half clove of garlic minced 
very fine 

One-half teaspoon mustard 

Salt and cayenne to taste 

Set aside the whites of the hard- 
boiled eggs and crumble the yolk. 
Add the mustard and mix well, 
then add the garlic, vinegar, salt 
and cayenne.

Grain Products Furnish 
Bulk of Energy Value 


Are Rich in Carbohydrates and Contain Some 
Protein and Fat and Often 
Minerals. 


—— 


HE grains and grain products 
T turnist from 25 to 40 per cent 

of the energy value of the Amer- 
ican diet. All over the world, ex- 
cept in the frozen countries, the 
human race depends largely upon 
grain of some kind—rice in the 
Orient, wheat, rye, corn, oats, bar- 
ley, millet and buckwheat in the 
Western World. The grains are in- 
terchangeable in energy value, says 
the Bureau of Home Economics of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, because they are all 
rich in carbohydrates, with protein 
and a little fat besides. When the 
whole grain is used there are some 
mineral and vitamin values, too. 

Largely because of their im- 
portance in the scheme of life, the 
number of breads and cereal prod- 
ucts, and the variety of textures, 
flavors and uses, have come to be 
almost more than can be counted. 
Different peoples have always had 
their own ways of using their na- 
tive grains. In our times, different 
parts of the world have learned to 
make each other’s favorites breads, 
and have welcomed new uses for 
the cereals and the pastes. 

Wheat breads are far in the lead 
as to quantities used in the United 
States and in the English-speaking 
world in general. The combination 
of proteins in wheat flour which 
forms “gluten” make the dough 
elastic enough to expand with leav- 
ening. No other grain makes “light 
bread,” or yields bread. with the 
texture of a wheateloaf, yeast rolls, 
biscuit, or wheat batterbreads. The 
white breads have their finer tex- 
ture, but whole wheat bread has 
more flavor than the white. 

+. » + 


HEAT bread is made either 
W with water or with milk, which 

adds food value. Eggs and 
butter, too, are sometimes added to 
enrich the wheat loaf, both in 
flavor and food value. Still further 
variety is obtained by adding fruit, 
nuts, caraway seed or cheese, or by 
sprinkling the crust with sugar and 
cinnamon, poppy seed or sesame 
seed. Salt-rising bread, different 
from all the others, is made with 
white flour but without yeast. It 
is “raised” by using, as a “starter” 
for the sponge, a culture which is 
obtained by mixing corn meal and 
milk with a little salt and sugar, 
and keeping it in a warm place un- 
til fermentation begins. 

The toasting quality of wheat 
bread is one thing many house- 
wives consider when they are buy- 
ing, especially in these days of 
electric toasters at the breakfast 
table. The richer breads, those 
containing milk, butter or eggs, 
nuts or raisins, usually brown more 
quickly than the plain breads. 


than wheat bread, that can be 
leavened with yeast, are made with 
a combination of light and dark 
rye flour, or more often with a mix- 
ture of rye and wheat.

Many more are “quick 
breads,” so called because they are 
made with leavenings such as bak- 
ing powder or soda and acid, which 
act much more quickly than yeast.

wholly cooked, sometimes malted, 
varying in flavor according to the 
grain, and the method of prepar- 
ing it. 

ACARONI and spaghetti are 
M pastes manufactured from 

very hard wheat. They are 
made of wheat meal mixed with 
the least possible water, and knead- 
ed by machinery until smooth and 
tough, then dried in various forms, 
lengths and sizes. We know these 
as Italian products, but China and 
Japan both claim to have invented 
them hundreds of years before they 
reached Italy, which, according to 
a European version of. the story, 
was by way of Germany. How- 
ever that may be, both macaroni 
and spaghetti are now typical prod- 
ucts of Italy, copied and extensive- 
ly used by Americans. 

Noodles, too, are a paste, . but 
plain noodles are made of ordinary 
wheat flour and water, egg noodles 
with flour and eggs. Until a few 
years ago noodles were imported 
from Germany, but American man- 
ufacturers now supply the market 
—an expanding market, because 
housewives find it easier and 
cheaper to buy noodles than to 
make them. 

Rice is a cereal which, like mush 
and hominy grits, is often served 
with meats, a favorite With lamb, 
ham and chicken, also in mixtures 
with tomatoes and cheese, in cro- 
quettes and in many other combi- 
nations. It serves also in desserts, 
as well as for a breakfast food. 
Both rice and barley, pearled bar- 
ley, are used in soups.

Plan to Use Remnants 
Providing Them With a 
Clever Disguise. 

Don’t let your menus for the 
week-after-Easter fall into the cate- 
gory of a sad anti-climax of left- 
overs. Any “big” dinner leaves ex- 
tra portions which must be used 
up in the following days, but the 
way you use them makes all the 
difference in the world. 

Take the Easter ham as a start- 
ing point. That 10-12 pound ham 
which you so gloriously decorated 
with pickled peaches or melted jel- 
ly should easily make three to four 
good meals for your family—even 
allowing for a few Easter guests. 

Think of Leftovers. 

What's left of the ham after the 
first carving usually consists of a 
cup or two of bits of meat broken 
from the bone or edges of the slices 
in carving, a shank bone with some 
meat adhering and a goodly portion 
of sliceable meat on the shank end 
of the ham. Here is the basis for 
three very delightful meals. 

As soon as the ham comes back 
to the kitchen from its first ap- 
pearance cut the remaining meat 
from the bone, leaving as much 
of it in whole chunks as possible. 
Wrap the meat and bone in waxed 
paper or place in a covered dish to 
prevent’drying. If your refrigera- 
tor isn’t big enough for the ham 
bone, you’d best make soup stock 
out of it right away and then give 
the bone to the dog. 


And now for the utilizing the left-] 


over ham to the best advantage. 
The shank bone itself should be 
cooked slowly in about three quarts 
of water to make rich ham stock 
for the foundation of split pea or 
lima bean soup. Season with the 
needed salt and pepper and some 
chopped onion or parsley. 
Small Bit May Be Used. 

The tiny bits of ham go beauti- 
fully into ham pie with biscuit 
crust, escalloped ham and noodles, 
stuffed peppers, escalloped ham 
and potatoes, creamed ham and as- 
paragus or into a jellied ham salad 
or combination sandwich spreads. 

Ground bits of ham with chopped 
olives or peanuts, or some _ well 
drained crushed pineapple and 
mayonnaise make grand fillings for 
dainty or hearty sandwiches. A 
good cream soup and a ham sand- 
wich is a perfect noon lunch for 
the youngsters and grownups. 

The sliceable parts of leftover 
ham are delightful when served 
cold, or reheated in a fruit or bar- 
becue sauce. 

Not a speck of that delicious 
sugar-cured flavor need go to waste 
when you buy a ham. It’s a prac- 
tical purchase, with a maximum of 
flavor, a minimum of work and 
waste. 

Try these Suggestions for the sec- 
ond and third appearance of your 
Easter ham. 

Ham Stuffed Peppers. 

Two cups ground cooked ham, 

Two cups cooked rice. 

One tablespoon chopped onion. 

One teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce. 

White sauce or tomato sauce to 
moisten (about one-half cup). 

Six green peppers. 

Cut tops from peppers, remove 
seeds, and parboil for four or five 
minutes. Drain and stuff with mix- 
ture of ham, rice, seasonings and 
enough white sauce to moisten. 
Bake in a moderate oven for 15 or 
20 minutes. 

Sliced Ham in Barbecue Sauce. 

Cut thin slices of leftover ham 
and heat in following sauce: Let 
two slices chopped onion heat in 
one-half tablespoon butter until 
clear. Add two tablespoons catsup, 
four tablespoons vinegar, one table- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce, three- 
fourths cup water and one-half .ea- 
spoon paprika. Boil together be- 
fore using on ham. For thicker 
sauce, use one-half cup water. 

Ham Luncheon Sandwich. 

One cup ground ham. 

One-half cup chopped celery. 

Six large stuffed olives. 

Mayonnaise. 

Grind together the ham, celery 
and olives. Add mayonnaise to 
moisten. Use as a sandwich spread,

EASY 10 MAKE 


Children Derive a Great Deal 
of Pleasure From Mak- 
ing Sweets. 


There is something about home- 
made candy that always seems to 
strike a responsive note in the fam- 
ily appetite. Children especially 
like to be given free run of the 
kitchen occasionally for turning out 
sweets that are simple to make. 

Rainy afternoons are times when 
candy making becomes delightful 
indoor sport. Give children the run 
of the kitchen with one stipulation: 
They must clean up after they have 
finished. Even the growing sons 
in the family will learn order this 
way. 

Fresh Orange Fudge.. 

One tablespoon butter 

Two cups sugar 

Three-fourths cup rich milk (or 
one-half cup) 

Evaporated milk with one-fourth 
cup water 

Two tablespoons grated orange 
rind 

One cup chopped pecans 

One-fourth teaspoon cream of 
tartar 

One teaspoon lemon juice 

Six teaspoons orange juice. 

Melt butter and add orange rind 
to it, then the other ingredients. 
Cook as you do any fudge. When 
cooked to the soft-ball stage, re- 
move and set aside to cool. Add 
nuts and beat until creamy, then 
pour into buttered pan and cut 
when cold. For variation, form the 
candy into balls and dip in melted 
chocolate. Set a cold place to 
harden, 

Sea Foam. 

One cup old fashioned brown 
sugar 

One cup sugar.

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BUMPER WHEAT CROP 
EXPECTED IN ITALY 


Nation Faces Shortage Until 
Harvest—Millers Restricted 
and Fascists Set Price. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, April 17.—Premier Mus- 
solini has been striving for years 
to make Italy self.sufficient in 
wheat production. League of Na- 
tions sanctions found him near his 
goal, but with some distance still 
to be covered. 

For 1932, 1933 and 1934, respec- 
tively, the country imported 11, 
nine and 12 million bushels of its 
total consumption of 288 and 307 
and 245 million bushels. : 

Informed sources say Italy ex- 
pects a bumper crop to yield 300,- 
600,000 bushels this year. Pending 
the harvest, however, the Govern- 
ment faces a shortage. 

Three schemes have been evoked 
for spreading production over war- 
time needs. One requires millers 
to mix 60 per cent of hard wheat 
with 40 per cent of soft in flour 
used for making pastes, which 
means spaghetti, macaroni and sim- 
ilar foods. 

Another, optional for the millers, 
Rermits mixing of 80 per cent of 
wheat flour, hard or soft, with 20 


per cent of any other kind, such as 
corn, bean or pea. 

A third measure prohibits the 
use of hard wheat in bread. A 
slight exception was made for spe- 
cial paste for infants and invalids, 
but the price and form assured 
that few outside that class would 
use it. 

Fasciem has two answers to the 
price problem. One is elimination 
of the speculating middleman. The 
lother, even more simple, is to tell 
“armers not to charge too much. 

There is no law fixing the price 
of wheat. There is no law permit- 
ting the Fascist party to fix such 
a price. Yet the Government has 
jannounced the “fair” price. and 
‘Fascist henchmen are seeing that 
this is the market price. 

Fascists say the answer is that 
farmers co-operate gladly, almost 
without exception. Those who do 
not co-operate, if any, are likely to 
lose their party identification cards 
and find it hard, if not impossible, 
to sell to Fascist-controlled millers. 


STOLEN PROPERTY BUREAU 


WASHINGTON, April 17. — Fed- 
eral agents today set up a National 
lost and found department for 
stolen property. 

The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation announced a move to keep a 
check on purloined goods. Like the 
fingerprint file, and others, the 
property compendium will be avail- 
able to police officers throughout 
the country, for use in their hunt 
for criminals. With a minute de- 
scription of each article stolen, the 
Bureau will list the name of the 
victim, the type of crime in which 
the property was stolen and the 
names of the suspects. 
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APPEALS MADE BY 2 UNDER 
DEATH SENTENCES AT FULTON 


George McKeever Was Convicted 
of Killing Officer; Anderson 
Logan, Negro, Files Bill. 
FULTON, Mo., April 17.—The bill 
of exceptions in the George Mc- 
Keever case, which was tried in 
the Callaway County Circuit Court 
last June, have been filed with the 
Circuit Clerk. McKeever was con- 
victed of killing Sergt. Ben Booth 
of the State patrol and sentenced 
to death. He is now in the Mis- 
souri State Penitentiary at Jeffer- 

son City. 

The appeal will now be forward- 
ed to the State Supreme Court at 
Jefferson City. It will be argued 
at the October term. The instru- 
ment includes 453 pages. 

The bill of exceptions in the case 
of Anderson Logan, Columbia Ne- 
gro, who was convicted in Fulton 
on a charge of killing his wife and 
who also is sentenced to death, 
have been filed. The Logan bill in- 
cluded what is probably the most 
complete report of any trial ever 
held here. As Logan’s attorney was 
basing his defense entirely on the 
grounds of the unconstitutionality 
of the jury, the panel not includ- 
ing Negroes, the record was kept 
in exact detail.

Croat Peasants bevels Castle, 
Track Down and Kill Six Men 


After Attack on Former Governor’s Estate 
They Kill Family of Three Also Ac- 
cused of Being Provocators. 


By the Associated Press. 

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, April 
‘17,—Nine persons, including a wom- 
an and a girl, were killed by en- 
raged Croat peasants at Keres- 
tinete near Zagreb yesterday, 
as a result of friction between 
Croats and Serbs. It was an out- 
growth of the assassination of a 
deputy April 10 and other killings. 

The peasants of many villages 
in Lika province attended requiem 
mass for these victims. On the 
way home from mass at the village 
of Svetanedelya, one group learned 
that seven men supposed to be pro- 
vocators were in the castle of An- 
ton Miehajlovich, 75-year-old former 
Governor of the province. 

The peasants went to the castle 
gates and demanded that Miehajlo- 
vich give up the men, saying they 
feared the seven wanted to kill a 
certain Croat deputy. 


Negotiations lasting several hours 
ensued. Miehajlovich refused to al- 


low the peasants to enter his cas- 
tle in search of his guests. 


Several hundred more peasants 
joined the group as the day wore 
on. Shooting started and the mob 
smashed its way into the castle. 
Miehajlovich was clubbed as the 
peasants pursued their quarry 
through the ancient, rambling cas- 
tle. 


The seven fugitives finally were 
cornered in a bathroom, Six of 
them were killed outright and their 
bodies thrown from windows. The 
seventh was seriously injured. 

Then the mob left the castle and, 
gn its way home, passed the home 
of a former provacator, who, mob 
leaders asserted, fired into the 
crowd, 

The mob broke into his house, 
killed him, his wife, and their 
daughter, then burned the house. 

Several peasants, wounded by 
bullets, were taken to Zagreb hos-

190 BRITISH NAVY SHIPS 
IN MEDITERRANEAN SEA 


Greatest Number Since Ten- 
sion Began—Bigger Vessels 
| Replaced by Smaller,

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 17.—Naval ob- 
servers estimated today that 190 
British warships were now in or 
near the Mediterranéan—the great- 
est number since the start of the 
Italian-Ethiopian conflict last Oc- 
tober—although the tonnage was 
probably a little less than at the 
height of the Italian-British tension 
late in 1935. 

Naval sources said that several 
big battleships which had been 
withdrawn from the Mediterranean 
had been replaced by numerous 
smaller vessels, capable of coping 
with any submarine menace, 
| Fifteen ships of a new type have 
‘been sent to Gibraltar, at the east- 
ern entrance of the Mediterranean, 
to join the anti-submarine flotillas 
there. 

Italy’s demands for direct nego- 
tiations, termed here a “conquer- 
or’s peace,” aroused bitter opposi- 
tion in some British quarters and 
brought forth demands for “vigor- 
ous and’ devastating” imposition of 
new sanctions. 

“In the face of the insolent chal- 
lenge by Il Duce, to rest supinely 
content with existing sanctions 
would be equivalent to retreat,” the 
‘Laborite Daily Herald declared in 
a typical press comment. . 

Referring to a belief that Italy 
was unwilling to concede an armis- 
tice, but was determined to continue 
attacking until the Ethiopians were 
ready to accept his terms, the Tele- 
graph said: 

“Italian ingenuity will no doubt 
be equal to interpreting as kindness 
what others will consider a refine- 
ment of merciless severity.”

SHIP SEIZURE PROTEST 
BY NORWAY REJECTED 


Officers Held on Charge of 
Liquor Running to Be Tried 
in Federal Court. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—A pro- 
test by Norway against seizure of 
an alleged liquor runner flying the 
Norwegian flag has been rejected 
by the United States and an offi- 
cial said last night. the case would 
be prosecuted in Federal Court. 

Wilhelm Munthe de Morgen- 
stierne, Norwegian Minister, made 
the protest to the State Depart- 
ment after Federal officers had 
seized the tramp steamer Reidun in 
New York harbor and arrested four 
of the ship’s officers. 

The reply of Secretary of State 


Hull said that since the case was 
before the Federal Courts it was 
beyond the jurisdiction of the State 
Department and he could take no 
action. 

The. Reidun, with two other ves- 
sels flying the Norwegian flag, was 
charged with liquor running in a 
protest made to the Norwegian Gov- 
ernment by the United States in 
January. Officials said photographs 
of smuggling activities were made 
by patrol ships and inclosed with 
the American protest. 


The three ships were alleged to} 


have loaded alcohol in Antwerp, Bel- 
gium, and transferred it to smaller 
vessels off the coast of Newfound- 
land. From there the ships were 
traced by the Coast Guard, officials 
said, to landings at Boston, New 
York, Norfolk, Charleston, S. C., 
and other Atlantic ports. 

The United States Government 
protested to Norway on the ground 
that a Norwegian statute prohibit- 
ed vessels flying the Norwegian 
flag from smuggling, and the Min- 
ister here assured Secretary Hull a 
thorough investigation would be 
made. The Norwegian Government 
has made no formal reply to the 
American note. 

Meanwhile, a small vessel, Pronto, 
was seized, charged with landing 
illicit alcohol at Charleston, and its 
operations were traced by Treas- 
ury officials to an alleged connec- 
tion with the Reidun. 

When the Reidun, presumably on 
a legal voyage, put in to New York 
harbor it was seized on charges in- 
volving previous activities, a libel 
was placed against the ship and 
four officers were arrested. 

Treasury officials said the offi- 
cers, unable to raise bail, were still 
held in New York. They will be 
taken to Charleston, where they 
have been indicted, for trial. Offi- 
cers of the Pronto also have been 
indicted.

NO SUCH THING 
AS ‘ARYAN RACE,’ 
SAYS PROF. HUXLEY 


Biologist Tells Royal Institu- 
tion No Human Group Is 
Racially Pure. 


LONDON, April 17.—To the Ger- 
man Nazi assertion of Aryan racial 
superiority, Prof. Julian Huxley, 
internationally known biologist and 
writer, answer that “There cannot 
exist such a thing as an ‘Aryan 
race’—since the term Aryan con- 
cerns language.” 

“Characteristics which have no 


genetic basis, but are national, cul- 
tural, linguistic, et cetera, have 
been erroneously ascribed to races,” 
Huxley told the Royal Institution in 
an address on “the race problem.” 

“The main obvious difference be- 
tween, say, the English, the French 
and the Germans are not genetic, 
but of national and cultural origin,” 
he said. 

“Man is such a mobile organism 
that migration and intercrossing be- 
‘tween different groups have been 
occurring on a large scale since be- 
fore the dawn of history. 

“Accordingly, nothing approx- 
imating to a pure race now exists, 
with the possible exception of a few 
remote and primitive tribes. 

“At the present day there exists 
no important human group which 
can properly be called a race, and 
the use of the term not only has no 
useful application, but actually 
leads to confusion, both scientific 
and political.”

WASHINGTON, April 17.—An- 
other New Deal case, involving the 
right of the Federal Government 
to provide PWA funds for publicly 
owned hydro-electric projects, was 
appealed today to the United States 
Suprenie Court.

POLICE CHECK RIOT 
IN LWOW, POLAND 


16 Reported Killed in Fight 
Attributed to Arrests of 
Communists.

LWOW, Poland, April 17. — The 
main streets of Lwow presented a 
scene of desolation today after po- 
lice had halted serious street riot- 
ing. An official report said three 
men were killed in the riot, but 
private reports were that 16 bodies 
had been found in the streets, two 
of them of policemen. Many per 
sons were injured. 

Arrests of Communists, said offi- 
tially to have started the riot, con- 
tinued all night. Some arrests were 
made also in Lodz and in Warsaw. 

The rioting began yesterday after- 
noon as mourners sought to change 
the official route of a funeral pro- 
cession for an unemployed mas 
killed in a demonstration Tuesday. 

Rioters, liberally supplied with 
pistols and ammunition, overturned 
automobiles and street cars for bar- 
ricades and used kerosene in an ef- 
fort to start fires. 

Police, to prevent disturbances, 
had designated the route the fu- 
neral procession should follow and 
lined it with men. Friends of the 
dead man changed their plans and 
decided to bury him in another 
cemetery without apprising the po- 
lice of the change. The fighting 
began when officers moved in and 
tried to hold the procession to the 
original line of march. 

Few persons ventured on the 
streets today, although quiet was 
restored and street car service re- 
sumed. The streets were littered 
with broken glass and other debris. 

The Lwow City Council, sitting 
in a special session, demanded

France urges drastic action 
against Germany for remilitarizing the Rhineland 
and denouncing the Locarno treaties, while dealing 
gently with Italy for her aggression against Ethi- 
opia. Britain urges drastic action against Italy, 
while conferring amicably with Germany. 

The two major democratic Powers thus are work- 
ing at cross-purposes in the European crisis produced 
by the brusque military action of the two major Fas- 
cist Powers. On the steps taken by France and En- 
gland, the whole solution of the muddle depends. 
Their inability to work together is an evil omen. 

For France, the actions of her neighbor across the

A Threat to the Merchant Marine. 

T> the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
AILURE of Congress to place the 
American merchant marine in a posi- 

tion to go ahead with assurance as to the 

future policy of the Government preju- 
dices the recovery and development of 

American foreign trade. This wuncer- 

tainty, unless settled at this session of 

Congress, threatens to force the abandon- 

ment of many valuable trade routes and 

services and may again place American 
shippers at the mercy of foreign-flag 
rates and services. 

Faced with a world-wide shrinkage in 
foreign trade and an unstable Govern- 
ment policy, American ship owners suf- 
‘fered heavy losses during the depression. 
However, every trade route has been 
maintained and a substantial fleet of new 
ships built. Since 1933, operators have 
steadily improved their organizations 
and ship personnel, despite the imminent 
threat of repudiation by the Government 
of the mail contracts offered to induce 
private enterprise to purchase and op- 
erate the commercially useful vessels of 
the Government-owned fleet and build 
new tonnage. 

The record of American ship owners 
during this period is a tribute to the ag- 
gressiveness and courage of American 
business. With an average reduction in 
1933-35, as compared to 1930, of 59 per 
cent in value and approximately one- 
third in the volume of American foreign 
water-borne commerce, our mercantile 
fleet met the keenest competition of for- 
eign-flag lines and increased the percent- 
age of the tonnage moved in American 
ships. Since 1929, we have built for ocean 
trade 366,133 gross tons, exclusive of tank- 
ers, of the most modern vessels afloat, 
and have reconstructed 42 ships. 

While this record is due in part to 
financial co-operation extended Under the 
Merchant Marine Act of 1928, it also rep- 
resents a private investment to date of 
approximately $69,000,000 for new ship 
construction and deferred obligations of 
$75,500,000. In addition, $15,000,000 of pri- 
vate capital has been spent or obligated 
for reconditioning. 

Recently, the Senate refused to appro- 
priate funds requested by the Postoffice 
Department and the Bureau of the 


‘Budget and voted by the House for an- 


nual ocean mail pay, amounting to ap- 
proximately $26,000,000 annually. These 
mail contracts were intended to offset 
lower ship construction and operation 
costs of foreign lines and to compensate 
for the added cost of making the ships 
suitable for conversion as naval auxilia- 
ries in time of war. 

Never has there been a period of such 
confusion as to the future policy of Con- 
gress. Ship owners have been harassed 
with ‘investigations and accusations of 
fraud, yet the alleged guilty have not 
been segregated and the entire industry 
hag been handicapped. Even if new leg- 
isiation, as proposed by President Roose- 
velt, is enacted, it would still require at 
least a year before the present mail con- 
tracts could be eliminated and other con- 
tracts substituted. 

The appropriation under which these 
services are maintained will be exhaust- 
ed July 1. Without the funds carried by 
the House bill, many important lines will 
be forced to discontinue operations. Such 
an occurrence, even of temporary dura- 
tion, would be destructive to American 
business and prestige and would disrupt 


_ our foreign trade. 


The immediate need of American ship- 
ping is freedom to devote its undivided 
attention to serving and developing for- 
eign markets and to the construction of 
new tonnage comparable with the fleets 
of our leading maritime competitors. Con- 
gress should provide for the continuance 
of our present merchant lines and then 
give prompt attention to Senate bill 3500, 
which has been favorably reported. 
This bill appears to offer a means of 
establishing the American merchant ma- 
rine on a stable and permanent basis and 
to carry out the reforms suggested by 
the President.

Never wholly convinced on the policy 
of applying sanctions to Italy, France consented to 
Britain’s importunities only with the hope of obtain- 
ing British support in the event of later controver- 
sies with Germany. 
Now, in the French view, the whole European se- 
curity system has been upset by the Nazi move into 
the Rhineland. If Germany builds forts there (and 
Hitler refuses to promise not to build them), then 
France sees herself locked up behind her own borders, 
unable to interfere if Germany takes steps in Central 
Europe or in the Ukraine, and thus reduced to a sec- 
ond-place position in Europe. Hence, France insists on 
sanctions or other firm action against Germany, and 
urges that the embargo against Italy be dropped, to 
restore the united front against the Reich. 
For Britain, on the other hand, the paramount con- 
siderations are Italy’s actions, both as a disturber of 
the security system.and as a challenger in Africa. 
Britain sees a threat to her control of the Mediter- 
ranean and her lines of communication, as well as 
a possible future danger to her African interests. 
Mussolini’s forces have reached Lake Tana, head- 
waters of the Nile, which feeds and fertilizes Egypt. 
More drastic sanctions against Italy are being urged 
by the British, and dispatches from London say that 
“Anthony Eden might be authorized to demand that 
the League employ force to stop the war in Africa.” 
England continually calls upon France to modify 
her demands on Germany, to be open-minded and 
negotiate. with Hitler. After all, England says, Ger- 
many has violated a treaty, but merely marching 
troops into her own territory does not constitute ag- 
gression, while Mussolini has actually made war. And 
France calls upon England to settle her differences 
with Italy, so that full attention may be centered 
upon the Rhineland issue. 
So arbitration is going on in Europe, but it is 
headed in two different directions. England is try- 
ing to arbitrate between France and Germany, while 
France is seeking to bring Italy and England to- 
gether. Two rivers dominate the scene: France’s 
eyes are fixed anxiously upon the Rhine; Britain’s 
upon the Nile. | 
The beneficiaries of this impasse are, of course, 
the treaty violators. Italy is pressing ahead in Ethi- 
opia, gathering more gains before the rains come, and 
with little fear that stronger sanctions will be im- 
posed. Germany moves more troops into the Rhine- 
land, expecting no interference whiie the prolonged 
bickering between England and France goes on and 
rejoicing in realization of her hope of dividing the 
two nations. 
The obstacles to the creation of a workable se- 
curity and peace system in Europe are strikingly ex- 
emplified in this situation. The attitude of each na- 
tion is colored with self-interest, and a unified stand 
against treaty violation is at present remote. Until 
the two democracies can settle their differences and 
take a common view of the troubled scene, the dic- 
tatorships will go on having their own way, with 
only ineffective interference. Lack of an effective 
course now may result in irreparable damage to Eu- 
ropean and world stability. 
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LIGHT ON A DISGRACEFUL EPISODE. 
The responsibility for a peculiarly disgraceful ef- 
fort to make political capital out of racial prejudice 
has been traced by the Senate Lobby Committee. 
A picture of Mrs. Roosevelt, taken as two Negro 
teachers accompanied her to her automobile after an 
address at Howard University, was circulated among 
the delegates at Gov.

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FOR A VOTE ON THE RAMSPECK BILL. 
The letter which the National League of Women 
Voters has just sent to Speaker Byrns, urging him to 
use his influence toward getting an early vote on the 
Ramspeck Dill, is a well-reasoned argument for a 
meritorious cause. It is also a reminder that both 
President Roosevelt and Postmaster-General Farley 
have indorsed this proposal to place first, second and 
third-class postmasters under civil service, and that 
failure to report the bill out of committee would be 
counter to their publicly declared wishes. As the 
League of Women Voters says in its letter, passage 
of the Ramspeck bill “would effect the largest single 
extension of the merit system in the Federal service 
in 15 years.” Members of Congress owe it to them- 
selves as well as to the public to take a stand for 
this important step away from the spoils system. 
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ON THE ROAD TO ADDIS ABABA, 
If the Ethiopians contented themselves with guer- 
rilla warfare and ambush attacks against the Italians, 
military experts said at the outset of the war, they 
had a good chance to make a successful resistance, or 
at least to wear out the enemy by making his prog- 
ress slow and exhausting. These were the tactics em- 
ployed for several months, and the Italian gains were 
slow, only about 120 miles in six months. 
Then the Ethiopian strategy shifted. The defend- 
ing forces were gathered into huge masses, and ven- 
tured into two pitched battles, both disastrous to 
them, for their primitive equipment could not cope 
with the Italians’ efficient war machinery. Under 
Marshal Badoglio, too, the Italian attack gained new 
aggressiveness. The Ethiopian defeats grew into 
a rout, until the Italians passed virtually unmolested 
through the narrow defiles leading to Dessye, 125 
miles from the old front. Now they have launched a 
flying column of trucks and tanks, accompanied by 
airplanes, bound for Addis Ababa, 175 miles ahead, 
on a road passable even in the rainy season. 
Use of the airplane undoubtedly hampered the 
Ethiopians in making their traditional guerrilla tac- 
tics most effective. The aerial bombing of villages 
and groups of men also was an aid to the invaders. 
But what terrorized the Ethiopian forces most, it is 
reported, was the use of poison gas against them. 
Against it they were helpless and panic-stricken. 
It -may be that the defenders now are wholly de- 
moralized, and that the invaders can complete their 
conquest with little resistance. It must not be for- 
gotten, however, that Gen. Baratieri, in 1896, also 
thought the defenders were routed when he marched 
on Adowa, where 6678 of his men were slaughtered 
and 3000 captured in an Ethiopian ambuscade, the 
most crushing defeat that any European Power ever 
suffered in Africa. It is apparent that Mussolini 
fears something of the sort, for his peace proposals 
include a guaranty that armed Ethiopian bands will

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TODAY AND TOMORROW 


By Walter Lippmann 


O youth which “comes to us wanting to 
T know what we propose to do” about the 

lack of jobs, the President has said at 
Baltimore that his answer is to have fewer 
workers working less. He would like no one 
to work before he is 18 or after he is 65, and 
he would like everyone to work less between 
those ages. 

Thus he would solve the problem of unem- 
ployment by permitting fewer persons to be 
employed. He would increase the standard 
of life by devoting less effort to the produc- 
tion of wealth. He would attack the prob- 
lem of poverty by doing less work. 

Surely there is here a very great’ confu- 
sion of mind. Mr. Roosevelt has two ob- 
jectives. One is to provide more leisure. 
The other is to provide more wealth. Both 
are highly desirable. So he has persuaded 
himself that if he provides more leisure, he 
will provide more wealth. This, in its most 
perfect form, is wishful thinking. Desiring 
ardently that the people should work less 
and receive more, he has come to think that 
if they work less, they will receive more. 

This may be, as the President remarked, a 
time when “many of yesterday’s certainties 
are questioned.” But one of the certainties 
that cannot be questioned in this age or in 
any other is that leisure is not productive 
labor and that leisure has to be paid for 
out of productive labor. 

* * * 

No age can be so unsettled as to make it 
no longer true that if the people produce less 
wealth, they will have less wealth, that they 
cannot eat more cake by making less cake. 
In fact, it is this very belief, held not only 
by the President but by protectionists, mo- 
nopolists, trades unionists, planners, price 
stabilizers, price fixers, that has done more 
than any other thing to unsettle the age. 

The underlying idea in the President’s 
mind is that the older people and the young- 
er ones are not adding to the wealth of the 
country but are occupying jobs that ought to 
be given to others. But what he has not 
noticed is that if the older people and the 
younger are to be supported in leisure, the 
others will have to provide their support. 
For he suggests that even those who are al- 
lowed to work shall work less, though they

must support not only themselves but a 
greatly increased dependent population. 

If this is the way to raise the American 
standard of life, why could it not be raised 
much higher still if no one went to work 
until he was 21, if no one worked after he 
was 50, and if no one worked more than 30 
hours a week? Why is this any more absurd 
than Mr. Roosevelt's doctrine? If working 
less is the cure for unemployment, then to- 
tal unemployment ought to produce the 
abundant life. 

The practical application of the doctrine 
is as bewildering as the theory. Mr. Roose- 
velt proposes to keep boys and girls in 
school until they are 18. This means that the 
states must provide them with the school- 
houses and the teachers, and that their fam- 
ilies or their communities must provide the 
income to support them. How can this con- 
ceivably be done except by a great increase 
in the production of wealth? Yet the Pres- 
ident wishes those who are allowed to work 
at the production of wealth to work less 
while they are being taxed more to provide 
these great new opportunities.

It is bad doctrine. It is a very real case 
of offering the people false promises, of 
telling them to expect great benefits with- 
out telling them the price they would have 
to pay. The reform which. the President pro- 
poses is desirable. But no man ought to pro- 
pose it without making it very clear to the 
people that if they wish to keep everyone 
in school until 18 and to retire everyone at 
65, the rest of the people must work very 
much harder and much. more efficiently. 

The President of the United States should 
not lead his people to think that they can 
get something for nothing. He should tell 
them the simple truth: that the price of 
leisure is more work for somebody or a low- 
er standard of life for everybody. He should 
tell them that the price of more education 
is the production of more wealth. To prom- 
ise them leisure, a higher standard of life 
and vastly greater educational opportunities, 
all of these things as a result of less work, is 
not only to defy common sense, but to delude 
the people.

29 OLLOW the path of civilization and 
the farther you go, the more nearly 
you approach a desert.” : 

So says J. N. Darling, former chief of the 
United States Biological Survey, now presi- 
dent of the General Wildlife Federation, 
Darling resigned from his Federal office be 
cause he became convinced that biology— 
the science of plant life and animal life- 
was fighting a brave but losing battle 
against destructive engineering and short 
sighted economics. 

Take, for example, the $24,000,000 dam at 
Keokuk. That dam, its promoters said, 
would create a lake 31 miles long in the bed 
of the Mississippi River. Here would devel 
Oop a magnificent recreational area, repiete 
with fish and feathered life. Abundant cheap 
electric current would stimulate industry, 

But, asserts Darling, instead of creating 
a paradise, the dam has made a desert. The 
lake is filling with mud. All life is being 
smothered in the deposit of silt from the 
slowed water. “The 31-mile lake is as dead 
as though it had been poisoned.” The elee 
tric power plant runs at less than half its 
Capacity, and the once prospering peari-but- 
ton factories along the lake are closed, 
There -are no more clams—hence no more 
shells from which to make buttons. 

The ominous conclusion that like conse 
quences will follow wherever the plastic su 
geons of engineering alter the earth's few 
tures without taking into account the oper# 
tion of the life forces that make earth bour 
tiful inspires the movement which Darling 
now leads. He would arouse America in de 
fense of its wild life against the cocksure, 
but often blundering, interference of mea 
and machines.

LOCUST AT SIXTH 
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B. M. CASTEEL TELLS 
OF MOTORING HAZARDS 


Few Able to Drive as Fast as 
Cars Will Go, State Po- 
lice Head Says. 


Few drivers are capable of oper- 
ating an automobile at the high 
speeds of which the modern car is 
capabie, B. M. Casteel, superintend- 


ent of the Missouri State Highway 
Patrol, told members of the Safety 
Council's Women's Safe Drivers’ 
School ata luncheon at Hotel 
Chase today, 

“An automobile traveling at 650 
miles an hour requires about 55 
feet for the driver's thinking dis- 
tance, an additional 131 feet is re- 
quired for slowing down and a car 
with medium to good brakes should 
stop in the next 57 feet, a total of 
243 feet,” Casteel explained. 

‘“Many drivers are too young to 
be at the steering wheel of an auto- 
mobile, others are not physically 
qualified, and some mix alcohol 
with motoring,” he continued in 
outlining traffic hazards. 

Many concrete highways, inviting 
speed, are too narrow, Casteel stat- 
ed. Other roads have too sharp 
curves, or curves on which the

vision of the driver is obstructed by 
trees. Although most highway ac 
cidents take place at night, little 
has been done about highway Mu- 
mination and almost no provision 
is made for pedestrian traffic along 
highways, the patrol superintend- 
ent pointed out. 

Highway patrolmen are too few 
in all of the states, Casteel said, 
and he added that too frequently 
politics interferes with the prose- 
cution of offenders. 

“In Missouri we try to enforce 
the law impartially as we see it, 
without fear or favor to any one,” 
he asserted. “If it is necessary to 
make an arrest, we stand on that 
arrest and if the case is dismissed 
it is at the instance of the prose- 
cuting attorney or the court.” 

He predicted that, with returning 
prosperity and more motoring, acci- 
dents will increase greatly unless 
the public becomes “safety con- 
scious.” Stressing the necessity for 
safety education he pointed out 
that 36,000 persons were killed and 
more than 1,000,000 were injured in 
automobile accidents in the United 
States last year.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—Earl 
White, Reading (Pa.) official of 
the Hosiery Workers’ Union, told 
a Senate Labor Subcommittee to- 
day that employment of private de- 
tectives invariably led to violence 
in strikes, 

The 1928 strike at the Noe-Equal 
mills in Reading was peaceful, he 
said, until the Railway Audit & In- 
spection Co. was hired by the com- 
pany. Then, he said, a detective 
sent by that company was “mys- 
teriously” beaten up. Trouble re- 
sulted. 

White also testified that H. C. 
Cummings, former Reading man- 
ager for the Railway Audit & In- 


spection Co. and now the operator 
of his own industrial service, con- 
tinually tried to make trouble for 
union officials. 

Tells of Call His Wife Got. 

His organization work, White 
said, compelled him frequently to 
talk with women. One night, while 
he was sitting with a woman hosiery 
worker in a car, he said, his wife 
received a telephone call that he 
“could be found with another wom- 
an at such-and-such an address.” 

Warren D. Mullan, labor secre- 
tary to the National Council for 
Prevention of War, described to the 
committee how he was beaten, 
slugged, stabbed and thrown out 
of an automobile to the roadside 
during the Reading shoe strike of 
1933. He said he told the police 
chief that he was sure Cummings 
was the driver of the car, but that 
the police department’s only action 
was to ask the Salem. (Mass.) po- 
lice whether he (Mullan) was a 
“notorious Communist.” 

How hosiery manufacturers ob- 
tained reports on union activity in 
their plants through private detec- 
tive agencies was described to the 
subcommittee by officers of the 
American Federation of Hosiery 
Workers yesterday. 

Emil Rieve, union president, told 
the committee that local meetings 
were attended by so many spies that 
the Federation had hired private 
detectives to ferret out stool 
pigeons. 

William Smith of Philadelphia, a 
union officer, said that the reports 
furnished to the detective agencies

MODIFIED PLAN 
FOR TAXING FIRMS 
DEB] RESERVES 


| Would Not Allow Corpora- 
tion Special Rate on 
More Than Fifth of In- 
debtedness in One Year. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—A 
modified plan for taxing debt-rid- 
den corporations under the new 
revenue program Was agreed on by 
Democrats on the House Ways and 
Means Tax Sub-committee yester- 
day. 
Meeting for the first time with an 
actual draft of a bill before them, 
ro proposed to allow an indebted 
corporation to’elect a period of 
|years—not less than five—over 


|which it might set aside annually 


definite proportions of net income 
to apply to debts. 

These installments would be sub- 
ject to a flat 22% per cent tax. Net 
income not applied to debt retire- 
ment would constitute a new base 
for taxation under a proposed 
scheduie to apply to corporation 
income in general, with rates grad- 
uated according to percentages of 
earnings withheld from distribution. 

Not All in Single Year. 

If a corporation preferred to pay 
off all of a debt ina single year 
instead of over a period of years, 
it could not receive the flat rate 
of 22% per cent from the _ entire 
amount, but could be credited with 
a fifth of the amount at 22% per 
cent over five years. The maxi- 
mum period of installments could 
be set by the corporation. 

Chairman Samuel B. Hill said cor- 
porations would be required to show 
in their first tax returns the period 
selected for installments, as well as 
accumulated net earnings and 
profits and debts existing as of 
March 3, 1936. 

The definition of debt for pur- 
poses of the tax bill was not 
changed. 

How Pian Would Work. 

Hill said the plan would work out 
in this way: 

If a corporation with a $50,000 
debt elected to pay it off in five 
years, in each of those five years 
$10,000 of its net income would be 
taxed at the 22% per cent rate and 
the balance under the graduated 
arrangement. — 

If it selected 10 years, $5000 a 
year for 10 years would be taxed 
at 22% per cent. 

Under the discarded provision, 
the corporation could have applied 
$50,000 of income to debt retire- 
ment in a single year and the 
money so applied would have borne 
the 22% per cent rate. Under the 
new system, it could obtain the flat 
rate for no amount greater than an 
equivalent of one-fifth of the debt 
in any one year. 

The sub-committee decided also 
to write in a provision designed to 
prevent tax avoidance through the 
issuing of dividends in stock rather 
than in cash. 

Hill said the provisions would 
state that “if a stock dividend or 
stock right is a non-taxable divi- 
dend in the hands of the stock- 
holder, no dividend credit shall be 
allowed with respect thereto.”

O ONE really knows why we call

Personality 
Changes Due 
To Diseases 


One of Outstanding Causes 
Is Stoppage of Thyroid 
Gland Secretions.

T is a common observation that 
| various kinds of sickness may en- 

tirely change a person’s charac- 
ter. It is the exception to find peo- 
ple who remain patient and cheer- 
ful under the hammerings of pain 
and disability. So 
we get the irrita- 
bility of the gouty, 
the moroseness of 
the dyspeptic, the 
abnormal excita- 
bility of the thyro- 
toxic. 

In many  in- 
stances it is easy 
to link the per- 
sonality change to 
the disease. But, 
on the other hand, 
it often happens 
that a friend or 
relative may be 
seen to be com- 
pletely  disin- 
tegrating. The change is charitably 
put down to old age or business 
worries, when, as a matter of fact, 
it is definitely linked with an or- 
ganic disease. 

This is especially true of the con-

' dition known as “myxedema,” which 


is due to the stoppage of the secre- 
tion of the thyroid gland. That 
condition commonly occurs in wom- 
en past middle age. The patient 
gradually becomes very heavy, and 
with this there goes an extreme 
sluggishness of mental reactions, 
slowness of speech, slowness of 
muscular movement, and lack of 
initiative. 

In fully developed cases the diag- 
nosis should be very easy, with the 
heavy, sleepy countenance and hard 
infiltration under the skin. And 
yet, although it has been described 
often enough, patients all too fre- 
quently drift along without any 
diagnosis being made. In a report 
of seven cases it was found that six 
of them had gone on for years with- 
out diagnosis,
